Mrs. Sero’s counsel, Mr. Porter, took 
an appeal against her conviction, and 
before it was heard the Ontario Gov- 
ernment abandoned the conviction, or- 
dered her release from gaol and restor- 
ation of her property, but her proper- 
ty seized was not in fact given back to 
her. Mrs. Sero then brought this 
action against the two officers of the 

Mes government to recover, the value of her 
property and to establish her right to 
fish without a license or paying a li- 
cense fee. : 


Trial Judge Died. 


Thecase was tried before the late 
Sir Glenholme Falconbridge, Chief 
Justice of the King’s Bench, but before 
the case was arzued or judgment given 
he dicd and by consent Mr. Justice 
‘Riddell was appointed to determiys 
the case; and he appointel Ottawa 
as the place for hearing argument in 
order that he might have access to the 
public archives, many ancient decu- 
ments, proclamations, treaties, ¢te., 
therein having to be consulted, consid- 
ered and construed.

both parents; he is legally no one’s child. The father, under the existing 
law, finds it very easy to escape all financjal responsibility for mainten- 
f In Ontario the mother must ‘mitiate all. proceed- 
ings in regard to securing support and proving paternity. The State is 
situply a disinterested spectator. ‘Unless the mother makes an affidavit 
oft affiliation within six months of the birth of the child no legal action of 
any kind is possible. As a matter of actual fact, a recent investigation 
«in! Toronto revealed that nine out of ten such fathers contributed ,abso- 
~ hutely nothing. Even counting the cases where a few dollars are given, 
in Jess than ten per cent. of the cases was:any support whatever. afford-

SWELLS STATISTICS 


But Increase in Cases is Confined toe 
one District. — 

Toronto, Sept. 2—Smallpox cases 
show an increase in the report of com- 
municable diseases for August, issued 
by the Provincial Department of 
Health yesterday. This increase is 
largely caused by an outbreak, in 
Thurlow township (Point Ann), «here 
75 cases have been reported. With the 
exception of this epidemic there is a 
general decrease. Ottawa shows ‘nine 
cafes, Toronto seven, and Belleville 
and Feterboro six cases each. 

The reports that the measles ¢pi- 
demic in the province has practically 
disappeared. For the eight months of 
the year there were 12,296 cases and 
179 deaths reported {nun this disease. 
Diphtheria shows. a ‘decrease of 23 
cases and 10 deaths, compared with 
July returns. There are 1U cases of 
smallpox reported throughout the pro- 
vince, 

A very decided increase in the nuni- 
ber of venereal cares reported through 
the province has been noticed for the 
month of August. ;

Ry no means so well provided with 
means of defence was the hadrosaur, 
which measured thirty feet from the 
Up of Ita nose to the end of its tail.

These amazing jaws were furnish- 
ed with no fewer than 2,000 grind- 


ing teeth, arranged, so to speak, in 
magazines. In ¢ach jaw were forty- 


five to sixty rows of teeth, ten to fif- 


teen of them in each row. 
One of the formidably armored 


reptiles was. the styracosaur, the rear 


Dart of whose skull extended back- 
ward in the shape of a great frill, 
after the mannef of a Sreman's hel- 

met. The frill terminated pictur- 
esquely ‘in half a dozen long horn- 
like processes; and the. beast's nose 
carried a mighty horn resembling 


that of a rhinoceros, but far bigger 


and more dangerous as a weapon. On 
the end of the nose was a horny cut- 
ting beak, verP powerful and nat un- 
Uke the beak of a snapping turtlé, 
magnified, - 

Not distantly related to the styra- 
sosaur was tho triceratops, which was 
as tall as: big elephant and twice 
as long, Including the tail, Its skull, 
one-third the length of its body, was 
provided with the same kind of bony 
“frill,” meant for the attachment of 
the muscles required to hold up the 


enormous head, which weighed half |' 
a 


ton. It had the same sort of cut- 
ting beak;"and {ts headd° bore three 
short one on the nose, and 
two that were each a yard long on 
tho forehéad, projecting forward. The 
two great horns were sharp as 
dazgers. 
That the triceratops was a fighter, 
and often engaged in combat, is prov- 
lea by the finding of many broken and 
healed Lutcs of reptiles of this ape- 
cles.

EBON ECHO, Sept, 3.—The Canadian 
monument to Walt Whitman, the 
giant Gibraltar of Canada overlooking 
Lake Massanoga, at Bon Echo, On- 
tario, which for some time past has 
been known as “Old Walt,”’ is now of- 
ficially dedicated to his democratic 
ideals and to his memory, gThis was 
made possible through the generosity 
of Flora MacDonald; founder of the 
Whitman Club of Bon Echo and own- 
er of the property. 

The idea of turning the rock, which 
is a part of the oldest geological form- 
ation in the world, belonging to the 
Laurentian range, into a permanent 
memorial to the works and ideals of 
the Poet of Democracy waa conceived 
in the mind of Flora MacDonald. The 
final plans for the dedication of the 
Canadian Gibraltar, were. consum- 
mated last. year during the centenary 
celebration of the poet's birth, The 
dedication was performed by Flora 
MacDonald and the late Horace Trau- 
bel on Whitman Day, Aug. 25, 1919.

Peers of Canadian birth, or of real- 
dence in Canada when the peerage 
was bestowed, have been few in num- 
| ber. The death of Lord de Blaquiere, 
a native of Woodstock, Ont., removes 


one of the group, and with his de- ; 


mise the barony becomes extinct. 
Another. Canadian-born peer (an 
Irish peer and therefore like de Bla- 
quiere without a seat In the House 
of Lords) is Lord Aylmer, now In 
British Columbia. . But both these 
men inherited their titles, which were 
therefore not bestowed upon them 

as Canadians. 

ah fact, only one native of Canada 
has had the peerage bestowed upon 
him, ‘Lord Atholstan, the Montreal 
publisher, who some time ago went 
through the form of taking his place 
in the House of Lords. He is without 
male heir, and there ts no provision 
for the title passing to his daughter. 
Lord Shaughnessy, who also took his 
seat in the Upper House, ts a nat- 
uralized Canadian, having been born 
in Milwaukee. The next Lord Shaugh- 
nessy will be his son, now the Hon. 
W. J. Shaughnessy, whose wife is a 
niece of Lord Atholstan.- The “Hon- 
orable’t is a“ personal title due to his 
being the son of a lord, and not to 
any*political distinction, though he 
is now being talked of as a candi- 
date for federal honors in one of the 
Montreal seats. 

Lord Strathcona and his cousin, 
Lord Mount Stephen, were made 
peers while residents of Canada, but 
they were natives of Scotland, not the 
Dominion. Lord Mount Stephen has 
no heir. By a special provision, 
Stratheona’s Ultle passed to his 
daughter, Baroness Strathcona, and 
her son, Hon. Donald Howard, is in 
due course Ikely to be the next Lord 
Strathcona,

On 
the second attempt the disc was suc- 
cessfully cast at the works of ‘the 
company at Charleroi, Belgium; and 
by great good fortune it was shipped 
from Antwerp a few days before the 
declaration of War.

When it was received the great 
dise was 73% inches in diameter, 13 
to 13% Incheg in‘ thickness, and it 
weighed nearly 5,000 pounds.

The mounting was completed in 
May, 1916, and during the following 
summer it was shipped to Victoria. 
The observatory {s on Saanich Hill, 
700 feet above sea level and eight 
miles from Victoria, The B.C. Elec- 
tric Railway passes along the foot of 
the hill, and a fine road, one and a 
half miles long, to the summit, was 
built by the B. C. Government. One 
Section of the mounting weighed 9% 
tons and twelve horses were required 
to pull the truck carrying it to the 
observatory. The sheet metal obser- 
vatory building and the mounting 
were completed in the autumn of 
1916, but the great mirror did not 
‘tome until 18 months later. 

The instrument has been in use 
over two years, and it has fulfilled 
all expectations, The staff of the 
observatory consists of: Dr. J. 3. 
Plaskett, who was for some years at 
the University of Toronto and later 
at Ottawa; W. E. Harper, whose 
hoe was near Owen Sound; R. K. 
Young, of Binbrooke, near Hamilton; 
and H. H. Plaskett, son of the 
director, , 

Some beautiful photographs of 
some of the heavenly bodies have 
been taken, but the telescope is 
chiefy used for photographing the 
spectra of stars, in this way deter- 
mining what substances are in those 
stara ‘and also the speed' at which 
they are moving toward or from us.

Atlempts to solve Great. Britain's 
housing problem have already brought 


‘forward upwards of 10,000 schemes in- 


volving an annual espital expenditure 
of $60,000,000, according to a yeport 
by a representativaof the. Foreign 
Trade Bureau of the Guarantece Trust 
Company. After givmg details as to 
various plans and the number. of 
houzes to be built in each of more 
than thirty cities ‘visited, the report 
continues : 

“The program of the Ministry of 
Health—complete rehousing in three 
years—is about’one year behind, and 
is costing more than double the orig- 
inal estimates. 
~ “The Ministry of Health works it 
conjunction with the Office of Works. 
When_a local authority defaults, the 
business is then entrusted to th? OF 
fice of Works. 

“What is keeping back housing at 
the present time is the fact that there 
are not enouzh skilled meh to do ever 
a quarter of the work wanted. The 
Trades Unions will not allow the num- 
ber to be increased from the outside. 
The Government is using a sort of in- 


direct compulsion by prohibiting“lux- 


ary’am! unessential building.” so that 
if a man will not build cottages he is 
not allowed to build anything else. 
Theré are various éucrcestions for 
specling up the work. including a 
guarantee to the trae unions of em- 
ployment for a term of years to men 
employed on housing werk, te ensure 
them azainst loss of time in bad wea- 
ther by a minimym wace, ‘wet or dry.” 
In return the trades unions will be 
asked to consent to dilution and the 
employment of unskilled and © semi- 
skilled labor, to give up their appren- 
ticeship rules, and to abandon all op- 
position to the employment of ex<erv- 
ice men, trained or untrained. Toere 
are ‘luxury bui'din” tribunals to hear 
appeals azainst decisions prohibiting 
buildings regarded as non-essential, 
“There are housing bond campaicns 
all over the country.

No ploneer challenging the wilder- 
aces for a fortune ever s in 
comance the career of the Canadian 
youth, unknown and friendless and 
penniless, who challenged fortune 
whtre life was most dense and com- 
plex and difficult, and who to-day 
holds in his hands the destiny of the 
most troublesome issue in modern 
domestic British politics. 

When Greehwood lived in Feronte 
he was regarded as a born orator. 
It is not on record that he has set 
the Thames on firo by his oratory, 
or that he has been classed by British 
critics in the upper fights of great 
crators. But certain it is that he had 
evon as a youth that comparatively 
rare thing known as platform mag- 
netism. 

It was as a forerunner of “Pussy- 
foot™ Johnson that he got his frst 
opening in England. Temperance 
societies were then getting active, 
but they found diMculty in getting 
speakers with ability and enough 
courage to go out on the platform 
and espouse a most unpopplar cause. 
Greenwood had that ability and 
courage to burn. 

Paralleling the cattle boat tradi 
tion is another story of one occasion 
when Greenwood was sent to deliver 
@ speech and was for the visit put 
up as a guest dl a pretentious coun- 
try house, In the morning a valet of 
the house entered Greenwood’s room 
to brush his suit. During the opera- 
tion two shillings, all the money 
Greenwood in the world, 
fell out. Significantly the valet picked 
them up, indicating to Greenwood 
where he laid them, “Oh, take them, 
my man,” said the sleepy but quick- 
Witted Greenwood; “I left them is 
that pocket for you.” 

Greenwood's experience as a tem 
perance speaker was valuable in that 
it served as a steppiag stone to poll- 
tics, and he soon found steady em- 
ployment in the Liberal organization, 
He studied law at the same time, and 
was calied to the Bar. And in ten 
short years he had made himself so 
valuable to the party that a seat in 
Parliament ‘was found for him, and 
he entered the House of Commons 
in the great Liberal triumph of 1906. 
It was not long before he was‘asked 
to take an under-secretaryship, and 
his progress has been uninterrupted. 
Apparently he has made no mistakes; 
so far. If he settles Ireland who can 
gay what future still lies ahead of 
him? 

Before dnd during his university 
course Greenwood taught school and 
held positions’as temporary clerk in 
some of the Government depart- 
ments. Once he organized a theatri-| 
cal troup which toured Western On- 
tario, but itis not on record that thia 
venture helped much in a financial 
way. Greenwood was himself advance 
agent and, heavy tragedian -of the 
company.

A motive for the crime was found 
in Holt's desire to rid himself of an 
affair of which he was tired and the 
more substantial desire to profit from 
an Insurance policy carried by Mra. 
Breaks. Holt and Nrs. Breaks were 
engaged, and Holt suggested that 
each of them take out a life. insur- 
ance policy. She agreed, and Holt, 
obtained a policy for her of $20,000, 
which was far in excess of her ability 
to carry. He pald the first and only 
Premium paid on it. 

Then Hols persuaded Mrs. Breaks 
to make a ‘will in his favor, saying 
he would do the same for her. He 
neither made a will nor took oft an 
Insurance policy. 

Mrs. Breaks was murdered the 
day after she mado her will, 

There waa little doubt at any time 
as to the guilt of Holt, althongh he 
did set up a claim to an alibi as well 
as @ plea of insanity. The real contest 
was over the mental responsibility of 
the prisoner. His.counsel offered the 
life of Holt before and after his war 
service as proof that he was insane. 
Experts testided that Holt was a vic- 
{im of delusions. A letter written by 
Holt to Mra.” Breaks a few days be- 
fore the murder was apparently that 
of a man deeply in dove, and this was 
cited as proof that Holt either did 
not kill the woman or was insane 
when he did so, 

On the other hand, the prosecution 
asserted that only a sane man could 
have planned such a crime and car- 
ried it out with such cleverness. 

The trial attracted immense 
throngs, most of the spectators be- 
ing women. Their curtosity so en- 
raged Sir Edward Marshall-Hall, 
Holt's ‘attorney, that he denounced 
them in a speech, saying: 

“It makes one feel sick for the

Nations. 

(7) The opportunity and duty of 
the church In regard to fodustrial 
and social problems. 

(8) The development of proinces 
in the Anglican communion: 

American bisheps are not slow to 
admit that the Church of England 
at home has made far more progress 
towa Christian unity than the 
Episcopal Church in the United 
States, and that it has dealt niore 
boldly in grappling with social unrest 
is perhaps the greatest modern prob- 
lem which the church is expected to 
solve, ‘and some suggesiire pro- 
nouncements under this heading are 
expected. One of the most interest- 
ing resolutions in' the history of the 
conferences was passed in 1888 deal- 
ing with the church's practical 
work in relation to Socialism.

(land and capital), whether by 
means of the state, or of the help 
of the rich, or of the voluntafy co- 
operation of the poor. Between So- 
clalism as thus defined and Chris- 
tianity, there is obviously no neces- 
sary contradiction. Christianity sets 
forth no theory of the distribution 
of the instruments or the products 
of labor and if, therefor® some So- 
clalists are found to be in opposition 
to the Christian religion, this must 
"b> due to the @ccidents and not to 
the essence of their social creed. 

“The chureh’s practical duty to- 
wards Socialism must’ be determined 
by the answer to this question: ‘Will 
the union of labor and the instru- 
ments of labor tend to improve the

American Figures That Bare Bearing 
_on Capada. 


plague rats are a menace, but that 
Is only one form of their costly and 
dangerous depredations. 

- Rats» are. practically. omnivorous 
‘and thelr depredations cover a wide 
range. They feed indifferently upon 
all Kinds of vegetablé and animal 
matter, ‘They dig up newly planted 
Grain, destroy it while growing, and 
also when In the shock, stack, crib, 
granary, mill,’ elevator, warehouse, 
wharf and ship's hold’ as Well as in 
the bin and! feed trough. They cat 
fruits, vegetables and meats in the 
market, destroying.at the same time 
by pollution far more ‘than {s con- 
sumed. 

They destroy enormous numbers of 
eggs and poultry, as well aé the eggs 
and young of song’ and ‘game birds. 
In addition taey “Iivade stores and 
Warehouses and destroy groceries of 
every description, as well as furs, 
laces, silks, carpets and leather 


They, cause many Alsastrous fires 
by gnawing matches, by gnawing 
through ‘lead ‘pipe, near gas meters, 
or by cutting the Insulation ‘from 
electric wires in order to secure ma- 
terial for nests and by gathering oll- 
soaked rags ‘and other inflammable 
materjal in their nests; flood houses 
by gnawing through Tead water pipes; 
ruin artificial ponds and embank- 
ments by burrowing, and damage 
foundations, floors, doors and furn- 
tshings of dwellings. 

As discase carriers they also cause 
enormous’ commercial losses, espec- 
{ally through the introduction or bu- 
bonic plague and the resulting sus- 
pensiom“of commerce. With the in* 
troduction of ‘pague they be- 
come directly responsible fo usi- 
ness disaster as well as for angppal- 
Many mortality. 

Much the greater part of losses 
from these pests is in foodstuffs, 
which, as already indicated, are de- 
stroyed at every stage from the time 
the seed is‘pianted until they are 
ready for human consumption. 

Investigations some years ago in- 
dicated that the direct annual losses 
sustained in the United States were 
about $200,000,000, with a great ad- 
ditional sum in indirect losses, in- 
cluding the effect on the public 
health and commerce from the dis- 
eases carried by/rats, and the neces- 
sary expenditures in combating them. 
Assuming, roughly speaking, that as 
estimated, the rat: population in the 
United States is 50,000,000 for the 
cities and 150,000,000 for’the rural 
districts, {t will require the destruc- 
tion of property by each rat of only 
a little more. than one-fourth a cent 
a day to make the aggrcratc great 
sum estimated as destroyed by these 
pest yearly in the United Staten. 
Canadian figures have never been 
compiled, but they are probably pro- 
portionate. 

“Taking the average yearly returns 
on a nfan'¢ labor in agriculture, it 
requires. the continveus work of 
about 150,000 men, witb farms, agri- 
cultural implements, and other equip- 
ment, to supply the food stuffs de- 
stzoyed annually by rats in the Unit- 
ed States. In addition, rats destroy 
other property, .mainty of agricul- 
tural origin, the production of which 
requires the work of about 90,000 

en. 

* ‘This gives a total of 200,000 men, 
with thelr equipment, in the United 
States, whose economic output is de- 
voted solely to feeding and otherwise 
prowiding for rats. If a amell frac- 
tion -of this. army and. the money 
involved could’ be concentrated in a 
continuous national campaign against 
these pests a vast saving could’ be 
achieved. And these figures will bear 
considering by people in Canada, 
where the plague exists. 


An enterprising American, has se- 
cured from the Italian Government a 
concession for thé.utillzation of 800 
wprsepower of the Marmore. Cascades 
near ‘Terni, about 70 miles from 
Rome, ‘and maintains that he can 
turn ont nitrogenous plant food for 
the Italian farmer at a cost aa low as 
1 lira per kilo (equivalent to '$0.088 
per pound, with the lira taken at its 
par eachange value of $0,193).

WEST UNION, Ohio, 
serpent 1,300 feet long, built of earth 
and stone, g symbol of the relizion of 
ancient pecples, stands a few mites| 
from here aw? the mbst interesting and 
important earthwork left by the 
mound builders of Ohio, s: 

Situated in a rather secluded spot, 
cupposedly selected by the mound 
builders for privacy in performing 
their ancient rites, the marsive rep- 
tile winds gracefully back from a glen 
to hither lands The serpent's head 
rests upon a rock platform which pre- 
sents a precipitous face to the de 
scending sun and is about 100 feet 
high. The jaws of the mouth are 
widely extend] ia the act of swallow- 
ing an ete, repremnted by an oval 
Tidge of earth, . 

As the mound builders shaped the 
body they caused if to make four 
larzé folda ps it tapered back to the 
tajl, which isdoklalin three complete 
and close coils.

He was regarded in 
Berlin and Vienna as a dangerous 
man, but his hold upon the Czechs 
was so strong that he was re-elected 
time and again, and made to realize 
that while he might be almost friend- 
less in Vienna, there were some ten 
million of his fellow countrymen who 
believed in him and who were willing 
that he should guide them. Nor did 
he stoop to the base arts of the poli- 
Ucians to gain this confidence, as an, 
incident will show, ~ 
In the '90's,'a wave of intense 
anti-Semitism sept over Bohemia, 
provoked by a trial in which a Jew 
named Hilsner was accused of ritpal 
murder, Bohemian public opinfon 
was practically unanimous jn de- 
manding that the man should be exe- 
cuted and that other Jews should be 
punished. Sasaryk stood out boldly 
and alone as the friend of Hilsner. 
He was bitterly denounced. One 
morning when he entered his class 
room, his students made a demon- 
stration againat him and the Jews, 
Masaryk, unable to make himself 
heard, stepped to the blackboard and 
chalked on it the single word 
“Work,” meaning that the way to 
meet the competftion of the Jews was 
by labor and not by loud demonstra- 
tions. Later on he remarked, “2 
fought for the Jews because [ 
thought they were in the right. Per- 
sonally, God knows, I don't like 
them. Mascryk’s name became 
Prominent in Europe in*1909 when 
Gfty. Serbo-Croats deputies were .ac- 
cused of conspiring with Belgrade 
against the Austro-Hungarian Gor- 
ernment. At the celebrated trial of 
Friedjung in Vienna, Masaryk was 
able to prove that the Austro-Hun- 
legation in Belgrade had 
forged the evidence by means of 
which the deputies had been conyvict- 
ed. This, of course, made him an ob- 
ject of greater hatred than ever be- 
fore on the part of the Government. 
Shortly after the-war broke out 
Masaryk fled from Austria to give 
what ald he could to the Allies, 
whose cause he recognized as being 
identical with the cause of his own 
people, and to rouse the spirit of 
Czctho-Slovaks in all parts of the 
world. He published a newspaper in 
Paris. He organized European and 
American Bohemians and told them 
that if they would free their country-

Pre-War Conditions.

“I believe the unrest is something 
deep in the hearts of modern nations, 
It springs directly from the results 
and effects of, the industrial evolu- 
tion,” he said. There was more than 
one unrest; there waa industrial un-

“T woukl‘like to speak of the unrest 
within the body politic of the Himpire, 
and then the geographical,” he said. 

"Unexpected Conditions, 

During the war Sir Auckland con- 
ducted recruiting inthe mother coun- 
try, and found conditions quite unex- 
pected. Physica) unfitnéss on a scale 
not realized; unorganized families, 
men moving as trade moved, and men 
with mimls warped by their oceupa- 
tions. He instanced the cases of men 
tending machines, who had been de- 
nied the right to create.

“It is in these places I look for the 
world unrest.” he said. 

It was industrial life that gave con- 
trol of lands far overseas, In some of 
them the population vanished before 
the disearesyof Europe. In other 
countries this was not the case, and 
the populations continued and = pros. 
pered. It would be’ noticed that these 
countries were connected by land with 
Europe. They formerly had been au- 
tocratic countries, Into them had 
come the human sypibol of Europe. 
From this the learned that 
these men sent to them as governors, 
received their power from the people, 
and not from God, This was one of 
the causes for geographical unrest, 

Centres in Industry. 

Sir Auckland added to this all the 
plotting of the world, but declared it 
all centred in the industrial life of 
the nations.” The solution was a work 
for many years. The nations of Eur- 
apean stock must keep peace, if civil- 
ization was to remain for future gener- 
Unrest must be carried away, 
or civilization would collapse, killed 
from its very heart. 

That friendship between the nations 
must be based on a close sympathy 
between the component nations of the 
British Empire and the United States;

SNAKES? 

With the exception of rattlesuakes, 
twenty-seven of fo spe 
cies found in Canada are poisonous, 
feed chiefly on insect 
tructive rodents, ther 
are far more useful to the farmer than 
most’ of us realize. The — principal 
forale are snails, infect larvae, 
beetles, erie | erhgchoppers, eater. 
pillars, f snall fish (suck- 
ers, catlish, gophers, 
meadow mice, 
rats, which accounts for the presen 

of snskes about barns and granaries, 
(Small snakes are sometimes eaten by 
larger ones, ands .species eat rat- 
tleanakes without sufferi@® ill effects, 

The.oufer skin does not grow "larger 
along with the snake, therefore it 
must be replaced from time to time 
by one of more ample freportions, 
Adults shel thie outer skin three or 
four times in a season, while youbs, 
crowing specimens require a _new 
skin more frequently, 

A snake's soit forkel tongue is also. . - rey em 
lutely harmless, as are alse the short 
Yackwantecurving teeth. Located in 
the upper jaw of the poisonous epe- 
cies are two lors hollow fangs, which 
are connected with the poison glands, 
situated in the sides of the head. 
Near the "point of cach fang is a slit 
through which the poison ia ejected 
into the ‘wound. When not in use the 
fonzs~fold back against the roof of 
the mouth. If shed or broken they 
are soon replaced. A venomous snake 
never eprings bedily at ita victim and 
it is physically impossible for one to 

strike more than two-thirds of its 
length. 

It is estimated that only two per 
cent. of the persons bitten by venom- 
‘ous North American snakes die as a 
result.

Charges that the Serbian military 
forces have stopped a British and a 
Canadian mission from doing relic! 
work in Montenezro are made by Alex 
Devine of Winchester in a statement 
he has just issued 

Mr. Devine describes himself as a 
friend of Montenegro whose “only in- 
terest in that country is that it shall 
have the chance of determining its 
own fate—a rizht that has been deniel 
to Montenegrins alone of all the re- 
coznized allied nations, owing to the 
forcible seizure of their country by 
Serbian troops.” Mr. Devine denies 
the report that he is a “paid azent’ 
of Nicholas, formerly king of Slonten- 


egtn, . 


Mr. Devine alleges that the British 
erlie! mission was prevented from en- 
tering Montenegro by the Serbian 
military forces acting on orders from 

Belgrade and ander. threats of violence 
was compelled to retired to a base in 
Italy. 

According to Mr. Devine, the Can- 
adian Mcdi¢a@l Migsion headed by Col. 
Burnham which had been operating in 
Montenegro for some time also has 
been stopped. He states that Colonel 
Burnham has appealed to the British 
Foreign Secretary for protection, in- 
forming the secretary that “the seri- 
ousness of the situation ere, created 
by the Serbs, admits of no delay,” apd 
asking that the British government 
ensure thie safety of the mission.

A GIANT FLOATING CRANE. 

The floating crane recently supplied from Great Britain to an Aus- 
tralian dockyard is one of the giant cranes of the world. Ii is capable 
of lifting a load of 150 tons and swinging it withinta, radius of go feet. 
In non-British cranes of this kind the entire weight of the load and the 
swinging arm fs poised on the top of the steel tower which rises from the 
cehtre of the pontoon; but in this British des‘gy the whole of the dead 
weight is carried on a large ‘roller path"’ fixed to the deck of the pon- 
toon. Dangerous stresses are thus avoided; material is saved; and the 
life of the crane prolonged. The crane has been officially tested up to 200 
tons with complete ‘success, all the performances calculated for by the 
builders having been realized. No moving ballast is used in the pontoon, 

* and at no time is angle of tilt more than about four degrees. Two cranes 
of a similar type have been at work in‘the same dockyard for six years. 
“A noteworthy feature,of the crane is that, ‘although desig itd far heavy 
_loads, it handles light loads with case and rapidity. All the machinery 
“on board is ekctrically driven, power beigg obtained from a steam dyna-

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Great Britain ie 
well on her way to regain the commer- 
cial position which she had before the 
war, says the official monthly sum- 
mary issued by the American Chamber 
of Commerce here. The Chamber bas- 
es its opinion on the July returns re- 
ceived by the Board of Trade, which 
makea the Best showing eince the war, 
Great Britain’s adverse trade balance 
being -reduced to eight millions, com- 
pared with thirty-four millions — for 
June. The present outlook is not good 
says the Chamber's statement. Some 
industries are facing a slump and un- 
employment was rising slightly at the 
end of July. . It adds, however, that 
the depression is thought to be only 
temporary, as the world is still badly 
in need of soods and readjustment of 
prices will increase the demand.

_ . Korean women gre forming an’ ex- 
¢clusively feminirte corporation capi- 
talized at 400,000 yen to buy and sel 
“clothing, lingerie and toilet acces- 
stories,” according to an advertise 
ment In the first issue of the new 
Korean dally, the Chosen Ipo, just 
issued. None of the capital stock, di- 
vided into 20,000 shares, will be sold 
to'any man. The enterprise is re- 
garded by many as a move toward 
breaking down an ancient Korean 
tradition. © 

The directors and all other officials 
of the company; it is announced, will 
be women only apd in addition to 
merchandise, the company will have a 
sewing department. Its aim is said 
to be “the promotion of the comfort 
ofdiving and improvement of Korean 
women in economic knowledge and 
experience,” 

In Japan, cases of women success- 
fully conducting business are- not 
rare. The head of the Owarlya Bank, 
one of the most successful banking 
enterprises, was a2 woman who died 
leaving a large fortune to the cause 
of female education. The great Su- 
zuki frm, which has a branch fn 
Seoul, Is likewise headed by a wo- 
man.

Chinese Complain of the Conditiqns 

- In Manchuria, 

Reports reaching Peking indicate 
that the Japanese are carrying things 
with a high hand fn Manchuria now 
that the other Allied troops are vir- 
tually out of the country. The Peking 
and Tientsin Times has received from 
its correspondents reports which 1 
presents under the heading, “Reign 
of Terror in Manchuria." It saya that 
at Imanpo two Russian workinen who 
made some disparaging remarks 
about the Japanese Emperor fo talk- 
Ing to a Japenese soldier in the Rus 
sian railway hospital were seized by 
Japanese soldiers and “summarily 
shot on the spot.” At Harbin, the 
paper says, Japanese scntries station- 
ed on a bridge threw gne Russian off 
the bridge, breaking his collar-bone, 
and stabbed another in the face pith 
a bayonet when the Russians jaded 
upon crossing the bridge. 

The Japanese are reported by the 
newspaper to have taken full posses- 
sion of Hailar, and arrested there 11 
Russian workers and handed them 
over to the representative of Gen, 
Semenoff, and the Times adds that 
by this time “no doubt they have 
been shot by Baron Unger Steinberg.” 

The Japanese are declared to have 
brought to Hailar and armed 500 
Semenoff troops, who are reported to 
be actively assisting the Japanese and 
helping to terrorize the local popu- 
lation, The Times firedicts that sim!- 
lar incidents are likely to increase as 
the Japanese hold of the Russian Far 
East’ becomes more intense, and 
states that the Japanese*garrison at 
Harbin is to. be increased by 1,000 
more men, This reinforcement is de- 
clared by the paper to be absolutely 
unnecessary, ‘‘as the Chinese troops 
stationed there are sufficient to main- 
tain order.” 

The situation along the Chinese 
Eastern Railway was characterized [3 
the Times correspondent as very 
critica}. He stated that the Japanese 
military authorities had decided to 
Place thelr own guards and Bentries 
along the whole stretch. af the rail: 
way which crosses Upper Manchuria, 
because they were about to send 
troop trains and military supplies 
along that railway and were afrald 
the, Russian railway workers who 
were opposed to Japanese Interven- 
tion might try to stop the Japanese 
from carrying out their plans. 

“The Japanese seem bent upon 
brewing trouble among the Russian 
population residing inside the rallway 
area by giving them a series of pin- 
pricks so as to bring about open 
strife which will give them an excuse 
to take determined action even to the 
selzing and working of the Chinese 
Eastern,” wrote the correspondent. 
The correspondent admitted that the 
Japanese had the right to send troops 
over the railway to protect the fron- 
tiers against Invasion, but that this 
did’ not confer the right to occupy 
settlements along the line, or inter 
fere with the rights of local populz- 
tions. He declared that the purpy: 
of the Japanese to seize control of 
the railway called for an inimediate 
protest on the part of the Allies.

African Natives Conduct Vehicles 
Along Jungle Tracks After Short 
Term of Apprenticeship. 

Tt Is natural that since automobiles 
have found thelr way Into every part 
of the world, the drivers would vary 
In appearance, and In attire or lack of 
attire, according to the customs of the 
countries in which the motor cat ts 
called to do service. Jf you were to 
walk along the road leading from the 
West coast of equatorial Africa several 
hundred -miles Into the Intéfor, for 
instance, you might sce a motor truck, 
plowing through the jangle, and. in 
the chanffeur’s seat, driving with pe 
cullar and cheerful abandon, would be 
® west African native, And from the 
appearance ‘of his driver's uniform, It 
would be evident that the high-cost 
of clothing would bother him not one 
whit. These natives become full- 
fedzed chaufeirs within three or four 
Weeks from the tlme they see their 
first motor vehicle. The trucks, of 
which there are nbout 200, maintain 
regular sChedules ax fceders to a larze 
Steamship line plying between west 
African ports and Europe and Amer- 
fea. They sre loaded with men and 
supplies on the, InJand trips, and with 
Cocoa products, palm oll, hides, and 
rubber bountl for the coast. 





Parasite Spreads Disease, 

A pecutiar disease that Is still con- 
fined cliletly to certain river valleys of 
Japan. but suggests possibilities of 
breaking loose as a widespread epl- 
demic x been a subject of recent In. 
tien. It Is known as “tsut- 
sugainusht!,” and Is transmitted by the 
“akumushl” an Insect parasite of cer- 
tain Held mice. It is a fever striking- 
ly similar to typhus and Rocky mount- 
ain spotted fevers, The Investigators 
have learned that Its chief occurrence 
{s In the months of June to October, 
which Is the time of development of 
the Insect carriers, and the season 
when the peasant victuns of the dis- 
ease are brought Into contact with 











*} the mice. The mortality, though very 


variable, sometimes exceeds SO per 
cent. Under existing conditions, bites 
by the .Insécts cannot be wholly 
avoided, and cutting out the bitten 
part does not prevent the spread of 
the virus, while such remedies as 
fodine, mercury, arsenic, quinine and 
dyes have proven ineffective. The 
only hope of stamping out the disease 
Seems to rest lu the extermination of 
the fleld mice.

Splendid Work Done by Aviators of 
-- . the Old Country, -*, |. 

It looks like a gigantic spider we’

up at the skeleton of the R-38, the 
super-dreadnought now being’ built 
for America and rapidly nearing 
completion Afty miles northwest of 
Landon. ,Yes," replied an engineer,

The R-38 stands now without her 
envelope or gas bags, a mighty 

mework of light, hollow triangular 
Or square girders with mazes.of stay 
wires 700 feet long and eighty-five 
foet In diameter. Her bow and stern 
are yet incomplete, her huge fins— 
two rudders iand) two ¢levators— 
awalt adjustment and her control car 
and engines have not been installed. 
All these are coming on rapidly, and 
if America*had’a shed forthe ship 
she would probably sail thie fall. As 
it {a she probably. will not sall before 
next spring. 

The airship will have siz Sunbeam 
Coasack engines of 360 horsepower 
each, or a total horsepower of 2,100. 
Her cruising speed will be forty-five 
miles an hour with a maximum range 
of 9,470 miles, Her normal full speed 
will be aixty-seven miles an Hour with 
& maximum range or 6,230 miles, 
and a maximum endurance of sef- 
enty-elght hours. At cruising speed 
her maximum time endurance will be 
211 hours. In an emergency she can 
travel at the rate of seventy-one miles 
an hour. 

Her_frame is made up of dura- 
lumin, which is aluminum with an 
alloy of copper giving the strength 
of mild ateel with one-third of its 
weight and twenty times its cost. 
Her gas bag# are made of cotton of 
a special kind lined with goldbeaters 
skin, which is taken from the lower 
colon of cattle and which is the only 
known nraterial that will contain 
hydrogen for any considerable time. 
There are substitutes for this skin 
that work even betfer’ than it for a 
while, but they soon lose their effi- 
cacy. Substitutes that will hold pene- 
trating gas for, say;two years, are 
constantly sought, for goldbeaters 
skin is scarce compared with the de 
mand. No lesa than 600,000 cattle 
had“to be slaughtered to supply the 
skins necessary to line the gas 
of, the R-38 alone. 

The envelope of the huge balloon 
is made of the finest Egyptian cotton 
impregnated with a chemical to re- 
sist water. It will be stretched over 
the frame, which !s a polygon of 
twenty-five sides or practically-a cir- 
cle. The envelope will be painted a 
pure silver of aluminum color so that 
it will glow in the air with moonlike 
effulgence. This treatment is not for 
apeparance, but for ‘reflecting the 
sun's rays to keep the hydrogen com- 
Parattvely cool, for otherwise it ex- 
pands In the day time and the gas is 
loat, while at night its contracts and 
the Hifting power is diminished. 

When the Germans made their last 
disastrous attack on England and 
France, losing several ships, they 
came to grief because of ‘freezing 
water on their radiators at 18,000 to 
20.000 feet up. Incidentally, at this 
height the crews became so sick and 
do-energized that they could attempt 
no repairs. The radiators became 
fatally cold because they were fixed 
in a position to get as much alr as 
possible in lower and warmer alt& 
tudes. The R-38 is fortified against 
such dilemma as proved the undoing 
of the Germans. Its radiators are 
™moveable. They can be lifted for the 
warmer altitudes and lowered fanthe 
colder, thus being immune from 
either overheating or freezing.

AUTOMATIC WIRELESS OPERATION. 

The recent strike of wireless operat He showed what serious results 
might flow from being obliged to rely“upon highly skilled men for the 
wosking of apparatus now regarded as essential to the safety of ships 
at.sea. The necessity of carrying operators is also an obstacle in the 
way of the adoption of wireless telegraphy on smaller vessels. Practical 
interest is therefore certain to be taken in any simplification of wireless 
operation. A British firm has recently produced what it describes as an 
automatic’ wireless transmitter. All that the user has to do in order 
to send certain signals is to pull down certain handles on the apparatus. 
The inner part of the device consists of a drum carrying electrical con- 
tacts which move over fingers, cach one of which sends a special signal. 


~ With the aid of 2 small additional drum as many 2s 60 signals can be 


obtained. These signals can be coded in any desired way so that a 
large variety of messages can be sent. This instrument might be used 
by a pilot on an airplane to indicate his position, or by the skipper of a 
“fishing vessel to signal information about his catch, The user need have

Ten feet high to the top 
of its back, England's first elephant 
lived-to the age of 41 years.

goods which wero free, or which car- 
ried lower rates of duty.

Two-Edged Famine 
is Threatening Erin 


Peat Is Running Short, and Crops Are 
Damaged by Rain, 








London, Sept, 9.—In the political 
turmoil in Ireland one fact is being 
alinost ignored, eays a Connaught cor- 
respondent—the imminent danger of a 
twoedged famine—fuel’ and food, 

For three months in succession there | 
has been an incessant downpour of 
rain. The turf, the only source of fuel, 
is perishing for want of heat, and al- 
ready the supply is running short. 
The price in towns has risen from 5s. 
to £1 a load. 

Since 1861 no euch dismal prospect 
lias confronted the Irish, 

To the ne cause must be attribub 
ed the failure of the crops. Potatoes 
were planted a month Iste and were 
only about half grown when attacked 
by the blight. 

The spraying with copper-sulphate, 
which had hithe otto proved a most effi- 
cacious remedy, has had no beneficial 
effect this season as it was washed off 
as quickly as it was applied. 

Hay ve quantities nay be seen 
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but the prospect of harvesting is hope- 
leas. 

With the failure of the cropa the re- 
munerative  piz-breeding | industry, 
which has developed immensely in re- 
cent years, ia brought to a standstill. 
Poultry also ceases to be profitable. 

Altogether the prospect confronting 
the Irish peasant in such counties as 
Mayo, Sligo, and Leitrim has not been 
so menacing for many years.

PARIS (by mail—The idea of two 
well known Paris artists, Pierre Car- 
rier-Belleuse and  August-Francoie 
Gorguet, concelved In 1914 and at 
once put into effect, has resulted in a 
gallery of battle panoramas and war 
portraits which, though a private en- 
terprise, is likely to become as fam- 
ous to tourists as the Eiffel*Tower: 

Portraita are still being added, but 
the present collection of six thousand 
in the foyer is said to fill the original 
plan. The gallery {is called the Pan- 
theon de la Guerre. It occupies a spe- 
cial building, which was begun in 
1914. The bullding {s octagonal, * but

blue—many airplanes and above all a 
very troubled but beautifully painted 
sky.

SAD SIGHTS IN DEVASTATED VILLAGES—CHILDREN "SEEK 

/ FOR MISSING PARENTS — ENTIRE FAMILIES 
WIPED OUT IN SOME CASES. +. 
FIVIZZANO, Italy, Sept. 10.—Survivors of Tuesday sisorning’s 
earthquake which laid the once flourishing and cheerful town of Fiviz« 
zano in ruins are, as the hours pass, coming to realize more and more the hy 
extent of the calamity that has befallen them and they seem stupefied 
with the horror of the disaster. 

The work of rescue went on all last night and doctors, sanitary as- 
sistants, sailors from the Italian dreadnought Cavour, students, nurses 
and volunteers wore themselves out in their efforts to bring comfort to 
many as possible. Motor lorrics are.beginning to arrive regularly bring? -; 
ing cooked food and tools for the men engaged in the work of excavation. ‘ 
Portable ovenware being set. up, since there is hardly, a house standing 
in the city. 

As in former earthquakes, some families Have been rescued almost 
\without injury from the ruins of their homes, while in other cases every 
inmate of shattered dwellings was killed. 

Onc little girl whom nobody recogfizes wanders about the town with, 
her frock torn and tears running down her begrimed face, asking piteous- 
ty for ‘‘mama mia.’’ She possibly is a child of yisitors here for. the sum. 
mer season, and was playing in a fitld when the earthquake came.’ Her’ 
family was probably wiped out. She cannot tell where she lives and 
knows only that her name is **Tina’’ and that she came here -with ber 
father, mother and little brothers. 

THINKS WORST OVER. 

FLORENCE, Sept. 10.—Minor earthquake shocks which have been 
felt since the disastrous tremor of Tuesday morning in the devastated’ 
zone north of this city, indicate the disturbance is subsiding, according 
to Father Alfani, director of the observatory here. He said that small 
shocks succeeded each other rather frequently, showing that the seismic 
phenomena are wearing themselves out, while if a long pause succeeds 
a severe earthquake another shock occurs which may be considered as 
the culmination ofthe small shocks which should have come at intervals. 

“The shocks in the present case," he declared, “‘are to be c ynsidered 
as good omens, as indicating that no serious recurrence of the earthquake 
may be expected."

Edgar Crammond, the best- 
known British statisticlan, “maintains 
that it Is Japan. In an address be- 
fore the:Institdte of Bankers he in- 
sisted that while Japan's war expen- 
ditare was negligible, her national 
wealth. had actually doubled since 
1914, being now*$23,500,000,000. 

Regarding other nations in the 
war, Mr. Crammond found that the 
United States had increased {is na- 
tional wealth during the same period 
by 30 per cent. In.1914 it amounted 
to $210,000,000,000; to-day it In’ be- 
tween $350,000,000,000 and $400,- 
000,000,000. In 1914 America owed 
Europe $10,000;000,000, now Europe 
owes America just the same amount. 

He calculates Great Britain's total 
war losses under all heads at $26,- 
000,000,000, less $10,000,000,000 rN 
new equipments of manufacturing 
Plants, loans to allies and Dominions, 
assets recelved from Germany, and 
the value of territories taken over un- 
der the peace treaty. - Britain's na- 
tional/ wealth is now $12,000,000,- 
000, te final cost ofsthe war to the 
country being 12.7 per cent. of the 
national wealth. 

{The wealth of the British Empire 
as a whole has increased by nearly 
100 per cent. In 1910 the value of 


the Empire was $124,930,000 000 | 


and its annual income $16,660,000,- 
000; now the figures are, respective- 
ly, $230,400,000,000 and $38,250,- 
000,000. 

Subject to the indemnity she col- 
lects from Germany, France test one- 
fourth of her national wealth. Her 
expenditires aggregated $31,250,- 
000,000, less the capital value of 
Alsace-Lorraine, which Crammond 
puts at $4,000,000,000. Her national 
wealth to-day is $53,500,000,000. 

Belgium spent $2,750,000,000. Her 
national wealth Js now $12,000,000,- 
000, or 10 per cent. less than it was 
in 1914. She also has to recover 
$1,050,000,000 from the general in- 
demnity Germany is supposed to pay, 

As to Germany herself, she tops all 
the nations with a war expenditure 
of $43,500,000,000, If the final in- 
demnity figure is fixed according to 
French ideas—t.e,, $31,250,000—her 
total loss through the war will be 
about $75,000,000,000, or one-half of 
her national wealth. 


Britain Is “Good Pay." 
Great Britain came out of the 
world war about thirtysix billion 
dollars deeper in debt than when she 
entered it, Only about one-sixth of 
this debt is owed to other countries. 
te own people hold six-sevenths of 
it. 

On her past reputation, which has 
been traced for more than two cen- 
turies in a study of “English Public 
Finance," Just published by the 
jpankess: Trust Company, of New. 

York, Britain’s present creditors may 

list her as “good pay.” 

The Bankers’ Trust Company's 
book shows that since 1688, when 
the British national debt first began 
to grow large, Britain hay scrupu- 
lously kept her financial obligations. 
Prior to the present time Great Bri- 
tain’s debt was heaviest In 1817 at 
the end of the Napoleonic wars. It 
then amounted to about four billion 
dollars and the interest charge alone 
represented an annual payment of 
about $9 a head based on the total 
population of the country. By 1895 
it had been reduced by about a billion 
dollars, notwithstanding 

j Crimean war, costing some 


that. the

intervened, The per capita carrying 
charge was brought down to less 
than $3.50 a year, 

Heavy taxation, the book shows, 
has always been levied by Great Bri- 
tain to enable her to pay her debts. 
Her people paid in faxes almost four 
Dillion dollars to defray part of the 
costs of the Napoleonic wars, and 
about half a billion dollars to help 
pay for the South African war. 

They paid abdut 18 billion dollars 
in taxes to meet their expenses dur- 
ing the world war,’or more than’one- 
third of what the war cost Ofeat Bri- 
tain, 

“A moral phase of the situation 
which is af the base of Britain’s cre- 
dit: strueture,” says the Bankers 
Trust Company, ‘is that not once 
apparently was there even a thought 
of reputiation—even when the bur- 
den of debt pressed heaviest. Fears 

, there were in plenty of the ability of 
the nation to meet Its obligations, 
bul never once a suggestion of trying 
to get rid of the obligations in any 
other way than the good old-fashion- 
edeone-of paying.”

The above figure is the’result of the 
compilation of estimates made by the 
ficld representatives of the field crops

When you are ‘motoring © along a 
highway and come to a grade cross 
ing, do you “Stop, look and listen?” 
Or do you merely slow down, glance 
tasually in either direction and go 
ahead, depending solely on luck and, 
your motor’ accelerative power to get 
you across safely? 

It pays not td be in a hurry ata 
crossing. ‘Qne need but look up the 
coroner’s record of grade crossing fa- 
falitics to prove this. Every year 
many people are killed in suclr acci- 
dents. 

A passencer train moving at the rate 
of speed consiilered an average for lim- 
teds or expreases will, ifr one-fourth 
of a mile away, cover the distance to 
the crossing in cighteen seconds, If 
it ix one-half mile away it will take 
just twice that time, or thirty-six sec- 
unis, 

Now, then, take the above figures 
am drive out to same quiet railway 
crossing where there is little train traf.

CLOSE WATCH KEPT ON 
SINN FEIN ACTIVITIES 

One important provision of the Irish 
Crimes bill, which was put into effect 
last month is that which gives power 
to try civil actions without a jury. It 
is intended to make short work of the 
activities of the Sinn Fein Courts, 
which have revolutionized legal busi- 
ness, and largely reduced the Irish 
Bar to idleness, 

The proceedings in criminal matter: 
f Sinn Fein courts are already being 
lealt with by the police. When — the 
Sinn Feiners arrest a man on a charge 
of theft or burglary or anything else 


the police treat the Sinn Feincrs’ ac- 
tion as a hreach of the liberty of the 
subject who should be snly tryable by 
a lawful court. The Sinn Feiners are 
prosecuted for assault, tried by court- 


martial and sentenced to long terms 
of imprisonment. 

The civil trials by the Sinn Feiners 
dre more difficult to deal witht for 
they can be argued to be merely arbi- 
trations by consent of the parties. But 
the test to be applied is whether they 
purport to be trials by authority of 
the Irish Republic and where that is 
apparent they may be held to be sedi- 
tion and those taking part in them 
prosecuted, . 

Police have recently been attending 
al} such Sinn Fein courts, They have 
not interfered with the proceedings, 
but have taken the names of those en. 
gaged so that they’ may subsequently 
be tried by court martial, It is gen- 
erally agreed that the government has 
now the most complete powers against 
the whole’ machinery of Sinn Fein, 
but there ia some doubt whether it 
Willgstrenuously employ them. It will 
have to deal with hunger strikes-on a 
large scale.in the prisons,

Judge Cohalan’s Cousin, the Bishop. 

An Irish correspondent sends us 
@ copy of a letter written to the 
Rewspapers by Dr. Cohalan, | the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Cork. At 
the end of his letter Dr. Cohalan 


© question is this, Should the 
bish tell the police that they are 
not bound in conscience to perform 
the many acts of coercion which are 
goading the people beyond restraint;

This is a very cunning and 
dangerous appeal to further lawless- 
ness, and is but thinly disguised un- 
der a verbal a. rance of modera- 
tion. It is perfectly disgraceful that 
the loyalty of the police, which has 
hitherto “been wonderful and amaz- 
ing, should be undermined’ in this 
way. Why should the law in Ireland 
Tespect the persons of Roman Catho- 
lic. prelates who utter this sort of 
incitement? Everybody “knows the 
eformous authority possessed by the 
priests, and naturally such a letter 
from Dr. Cohalan tends to make 
things even worse than they are. 
» Perhaps our readers have forgot- 
ten the circumstances in which Dr. 
Cohalan was appointed to his present 
position. We will therefore remind 
them. When the late. Bishop of Cork 
died in the summer of 1916, Dr. Co- 
balan was the assistant bishop. 
Count Bernstorff, then-German Am- 
bassador at Washington, telegraphed 
to the German Foreign Office that Dr. 
Cobalam was a cousin of Judge Co- 
halen tn the United States, and was 
“strongly Nationalist and pro-Ger- 
man.” Count Bernstorf went on to 
explain that. Dr. Cohalan had inter- 
vened between the Cork volunteers 
and the British military authorities, 
and had “publicly exposed the gross 
breach of faith which the English 
had committed against the surrender- 
ed men.” Hence an effort had been 
made through the British Envoy at 
the Vatican to defeat the proposed 
appointment of Dr. Cohalan to the 
bishopric of Cork. “If Germany,” 
telegraphed Count Bernstorff, “can 
exert any influence to bring about 
this result (the appointment of Dr. 
Cohalan as Bishop of Cork), it would 
defeat the English intrigue almed 
against her interests.” We do not 
know what influence, if any, Germany 
exerted at Rome, but at all events 
Dr. Cohalan becamé Bishop of Cork, 
and is now in a position to write the 
letter from which we have’ quoted.

The 
object of grooming is to remove the 
scales, dust, dried perspiration and 
other foreign substances regularly. 
In order to do this a curry comb of 
some nature must be used, that when 
being worked by the hand, both with 
and against the grain of the hair, will 
agitate the hair to its exit from the 
skin, thereby loosening all foreign 
substances. . The,comb should not 


ify or Irritate the skin. Then a stiff 
brush shauld be used to remove all 
foreign matter that has not escaped 
during the use of the comb. When 
the coat Is quite short the use of the 
comb is not necessary, the stiff brush 
being sufficient. A Oner brush, the 
bearing surface of which consists of 
bristles should now be used to tre 
more aff¥thing that still remains, 
after which the whole surface of the 
body should-be well rubbed with a 
clean linen cloth. The tail and mane 
should be well brushed with the stiff 
brush and then combed with combs 
designed for the purpose. 

It is well, under ordinary condi 
tions, to groom a horse well twice 
daily. If a horse has perspired freely 
it is good practice to rub him well 
with cloths until he ‘omes dry. If 
this be neglected he should be groom- 
ed to remove the dried perspiration 
and other acetmulations before he is 
fixed‘for the night, as under such con- 
ditions he doubtless rests better.— 
Dr. J. H. Reed, O. A. College, Guelph. 


Bacillary White Diarrhoea of Chicks.

spreads. Thoso chicks that take the. 
diseaso and apparently recover will 
usually have diseased ovaries, cofse- 
quently the eggs which they lay are 
Uable to produce the disease In the 
chicks hatched from them, In addl- 
tion to this, however, thelr egg-laying 
powers will usually be low, and the 
infertile eggs among those that’ aro 
laid will be a high percentage. Con-- 
sequently it is bad policy to use for 
breeding purposes those birds that 
have suffered from white diarrhoca 
when they were young. 

Healthy chicks “should be removed 
from contact with affected ones and 
placed In clean, disinfected surround- 
ings. It Is a good policy to kill and 
burn the affected specimens and then 
thoroughly disinfect cverything with 
which they have come in contact.— 
D. R. Jonea, O. A. College, Guelph.

It is noticeable that the late-comers invartably have seats near the 
centre of a row and several people have to stand up to permit them to 
reach their seats. These people are disturbed and the view of the stage 
obscured for those immediately behind. The {noise disturbs the people 
on the stage and distracts the attention of the audience. ; 

If the late-comers are kept standing at thie rear of the theatre until 
the close of the act in progress they indulge in conversation and make 
everybody angry in their immediate vicinity. 

A plague upon such nuisances! 

When you-see a couple, male and female,

Bulgaria, 85, and Sweden, 2. Onp 
wonders what the Swedes had to fly 
for, since they were not openly in 
the war on the side of Germany. 
Many of these deserters, no doubt, 
will spend the rest of their days in 
Switzerland or in some other neutral 
zountry, since a general amnesty for 
deserters is not likely to be declared 
by the combatants in the war.

GERMAN. CHILDREN. 


Fewer Juvenile Suicides Since End 
of War. 

An interesting developricnt of the 
first after-the-war year in Germany 
is the almost total elimination of the 
amazing tendency toward: Juvenile 
suicide which for many years pre- 
viously had been growing throughout 
Germany. 

In the five years prior to the open- 
ing of the war, thousands of German 
school children had killed themselves, 
and of these twenty-five’ per cent. 
were under thirtcen ycars of age. 

For this juvenile tendency toward 
suicide a hundred explanations wete 
offered by sociologista and German 
thinkers génerally. The most popular 
of these was*the theory that tho Ger- 
man tendency to discipline wan car- 
ried too far in the echool; the second 
most popular explanation, and prob- 
ably one which had no proper foun- 
dation in fact. was the theory that 
the school children were puahed too 
hard and that the mental effart of 
keeping up with their allotted pro- 
gram was so great that it {ook all 
Joy out of their lives. 

The condition of German youth Is 
not any better to-day than It was be- 
fore the war. Certainly, however, 
discipline hax been relaxed. 

Various explanatlong have been 
advanced and among these a British 
observer sdoms st to favor the 
thought that the decrease in the alco- 
holic content of beer may hare 
been important. There is no pro- 
hibition in Germany, nor is there 
even an agitation for temperance in 
drinking, but conditions of manufac- 
ture, particularly shortage of raw 
materials, has weakened the averace 
German brew by probably Olty per 
cent. 

This weakening of the brew un- 
questionably has decreased the con- 
sumption of alcohol, whether or not 
it has’ decreased the conaumption of 
beer, and it {s highly probable, in 
consequence, that the German brain 
as a whole to-day is nearer normal 
than it has been for a. long while. 

Among German school children an 
observer recently had evidence of 
that curious resentment which scems 
to be growing between Germany and 
Austria, When an appeal was made 
to German school children to help 
their starving little allies It was 
recelved with anger, Contempt, and 
skepticism.

Beds From the Beginning. 

You like a soft bed better than a 
hard one because it is “comfy.” But 
how many of us realize that Dame 
Nature, for her own ends, purposely 
fave us all this leaning towards a 
sleeping place that will yield to the 
body? 

Edwin F. Bowers, M.D., in a most 
interesting little volume ~ entitled 
“Sleeping for Health,” explains how 
a soft bed, by “giving” to the body, 
admits of complete relaxation, and 
at the same time does not impede 
the circulation of the blood. 

The Romans used rough framework 
beds, interlaced with thongs, al- 
though, of course, the idea was much 
improved updn and “glorified” to 
such an extent that, In the beds of 
some of the emperors, the frame- 
work was of fino gold or silver, orna- 
mented with jewels. 

After the thong-and-framework 
bed came the first idea of a mattress, 
in the shape of the “chest bed.” This 
was a kind of shallow box stuffed 
with dry’ moss or feathers, and al- 
though !t must be been comfortable, 
it must, at the same time, have been 
extremely insanitary. 

Later on came the big four-poster 
canopy bedsteads. These pleces of 
“sleeping furniture” were hung with 
curtains, which did little else but col- 
lect dust and keep away fresh air. 

One had: to be wealthy to sleep at 
all comfortably in those days, for al- 
though there were plenty of vermin 
about, there was no patent insect- 
killer. So, when the bed of a rich 
man became infested, he moved to 
another of his houses, and left the 
vermin to die of starvation. 

The poor man, with only one 
house, merely grinned‘and bore it— 
or, rather, them.

couple of hurtired years. ago, and 
gradually people saw the advantages 
of this metal bed, until nowadays

‘This is a rather striking way to put 
it, But the fact seems to be that some 
of the very newest d from the 
dreesmakers’ ateliers gre taken from 
statuettes in the Louvre, which date 
back from 3,000 te 4,000 years. 
Mummies in ancient Egypt were not 
preserved with their clothes on; but 
valuable hints are also obdtaizabie 
from mummy. coffins, the lids of 
which’ are in many instances carved 
and painted to represent the occu- 
pant as in life, fully attired. 

In the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, in New York, the visttor may 
Dehold a coffin that once contained 
the mummy of the Princess Iouno- 
Grte, who, judging from the full- 
length carven portrait of her on the 
lid, must have been a very beautiful 
woman. 3 

One statuette, now on ezhibition in 
the Louvre, represents a young 
queen of the twenty-sccond dynasty. 
It is wonderful how modern she 
looks. Her short sleeves are of the 
latest twentieth century style; her 
sheath skirt is of the brevity which 
fashion now demands and so tight 
as to suggest difficulty in walking. 
The corsage, cut low in front, is dis- 
tinctly up-to-date,

A favorite decoration was a fillet-! 
band worn around the head, with an} 
ornament in front—an asp of fold or) 
perhaps a flower imitated in rietal.! 
The only authentic portrait of Cleo- 
patra (who lived, however, at a much 
later period than the age here spoken} 
of) shows her with an asp fastened} 
abore her forehead. It isa very strik- 
ing and beautiful item of personal 
decoration. 

The fashion report from Parts} 
states that a fad newly Introduced is 
the wearing of golds bands on the} 
legs, Sometimes these take the form 
of snakelike, coils extending from 
ankle to knee. 

This again is reminiscent of an- 
cient Egypt, where legs were com- 
monly unclad and adorned with gold 
hoops, sometimes set with jewels. 
Always, and even to the present day, 
there has been In the Orient a mark- 
ed taste for such ornaments. 

The dresses worn at that early 
epoch in the land of the Pharaohs 
were of all colors, some of the dyes 
being exceedingly brilliant, and the 
fabrics were not surpassed in delicacy 
and beauty by any that we know to- 
day. Most of them, however, were 
white, the climate being hot. Ladies 
when indoors frequently disguised 
their charms witiesiothing more sub- 
stantial than a veil-like gown of

The ladies of @ncient Egypt wore 
necklaces of pearis, of gold, of coral 
and of steel curiously inlaid with 
gold. They pursued the arts of the 
tollet with as eager a zest as any 
modern woman of fashion, Improving 
thelr complexions with white and 
red and touching up their lips with 
carmine. : 

They stained their eyelids to make 
thelr eyes look bigger, using for the 
purpose two shades of “kohi,” green 
and black. With a pointed Instru- 
ment of ebony or ivory they outlined 
their eyes with black. Their finger 
tips and nails they stained with 
henna to a reddish orange color, as 
do ladies of the Orient even in these 
modern times. In short, they were 
as thoroughly acquainted with the 
business of “make-up” as any woman 
of to-day.

Monster Reptile With Horns Said te 


Lixo In Lake Winnlpegosis. 
Many strange reptiles and animals 
live on the earth and_under the ‘sea, 
and If we can believe what we hear, 
one of the strangest of them all has 
{is habitat In Lake’ Winnipegosis. 

For some years tales of a weird 
monster which inhabits this lake 
have come to the ears of residents of 
The Pas, and have usually been takcn 
with a grain of salt, but many resi- 
dents believe in the existence”of this 
monster, and the Indians living th 
the locality where It Is°said to have 
been seen take the matter very ser- 
fously. 

Mr. J¢ C. Murray, formerly editor 
of the Canadian Mining Journal, and 
Mr. B. A. C. Craig, of Toronto, re- 
cently returned to The Pas after a 
triff in the vicinity of Lake Winnipe- 
gosis, and both gentlemen seemed 
profoundly impressed hy the tales 
they had heard of this denizen of the 
deep. I secured from Messrs. Murray 
and Craig.a copy of the notes which 
they had taken of conversations re- 
garding this matter with eye wit- 
nesses, and the stories they tell are 
as follows: 

Valentine McKay of Grand Rapids 
informed these~ gentlemen that ip 
September, 1910, he was traveling ip 
a canoe off Grarce Point, in Dawson 
Bay, Lake Winnipegosis, towards 
High Portage Into Cedar Lake, when, j 
on rounding a bend, he heard 2 
strange rumbling sound %in the water, 
and observed, some two hundred 
yards from the shore, a buge ‘body, 
about sixteen feet of which was ex- 
posed, and around which the gulls 
were hovering. When he came oppo- 
site, and about 250 yards distant 
from it, it was creating a great dis- 
turbance. It shot out a great flipper 
on the left side of its body, and trav- 
eled, not submerged, towards, the 
shallow waters of the bay, the water 
being disturbed as though bythe pro- 
peller of a large boat. McKay watch- 
ed {t for half an hour. He did not see 
the monster's head. He had not a 
gun with him at that time, and would 
not travel on that lake again with- j. 
out a gun, 

The chief haunt of this monster 
seems to be around Steep Rock Por- 
tage, on Dawson Bay. John McLeod, 
an Indian from Red Deer Lake, was 
camping near this portage when he 
noticed the creature above -water, 
apparently resting. He paddled out 
with his wife to within 300 yards of 
it with the intention of shooting, but 
his wife became alarmed and pre- 
vented him from doing so. After 
watching it for a time, he paddled 
back to shore.

HOUSEHOLD WORK USEFUL 
AND HONORABLE. 

One of the most profitable and pleasant avenues of employment open 
to-girls is in housework, ‘yet the demand is far greater than the supply. 
There are over 1,500,000 girls and women in excess of males in Eng- 
land, it is.said, and many of these could find profitable employment in 
household work in Canada. 

The prejudice against accepting employment in the homes keeps 
many girls from taking up this line of work and the fault is largely that 
of the employer. Houschold workers have been labelled domestic serv- 
ants and placed low down on the social scale, while girls working in a 
store or office for a few dollars a week are regarded as being in ‘‘genteel 
employment." ‘ ‘ 

In some houscholds the assistants with the housework are treated 
as members of the family, and from these houscholders come no com- 
plaints of the difficulty of securing and retaining competent help, nor are 
the girls easily enticed from such positions by offers of higher salaries, 

_. Money is not everything in‘ life, and the household help problem will 
never be solved satisfactorily until conditions are remedied.

MOTOR ALCOHOL TO 

; SUCCEED GASOLINE. 
The constantly increasing cost of gasoline and the diminishing sup- 
ply are turning the attention of chemists to substitutes, and it is predict- 
* ed that the time is not far distant when motor. alcohol will come into uni- 
versal use for transportation. Millions of gallons were used in Germany 
during the war, and the cost of producing is stated to be about 
thirty cents a gallon. On the islands of Hawaii motor alcohol is alréady 
being made from ordinary molasses by J. P. Foster, a chemist of one of 
the big sugar plantations on the island of Maui, and*it is estimated that 
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within the next three months there will be sufficient to furnish fuel to all |’ 


uy 


cars in the islands should a shortage of gasoline occur. 

According to reports of thé few fucl brought to San Francisco, 
motor alcohol gives more power, greater mileage, casier starting and 
more freedom from carbon than gasoline. It can be used without an ad- 
justment of the carburator. This new fuel is performing in automobile, 
marive, stationary, truck and tractor engines. ‘‘In a ‘thirty-six hour 
test,’ says the Scientific American, ‘‘made with a seventy-five horse- 
power tractor, the consumption of motor alcohol was four gallons per 
hour compared to four-and a half gallons of gasoline in the same engine 
=~ on the same work. Examination of the cylinders showed most of the old 

carbon deposit removed with the fingers." 
At present there is said to bé enough molasses available to produce 
y 9,000,000 gallons of alcohol for motor purposes. Development of this in- 
ESS dustry will release: shipping space formerly used for transporting gaso- 

line from the United States. . . 

In Canada alcohol for this purpose can be profitably produced from 
pulpwood at low cost, and it is likely that farmers in the future will be 
seen growing corn on all land suitable with the idea that it will be used 
entirely in the production of alcohol.

So chanted the three witches who 
lured Macbeth, by promises of power, 
on to the black deeds that have made 
the name a aynonym for treachery 
justly rewarded. And the castle of 
Cawdor has come down to_us, thanks 
to Shakespeare's great drama, as a 
scene of dark crimes and unearthly 
visitations, ‘says the Kansas City 
Star. 

‘Whatever may hare been the his- 
torical accuracy of Shakespeare's 
Story, Cawdor ever since has bad an 
evil repute. In the play Macbeth 
was made Thane of Cawdor, the sec- 
ond honor promised by the witches, 
In payment for his early loyalty to 
King Duncan In a war against che 
Norwegians. But Macbeth, inspired 
by the witches and driven on by the 
ambitions of his cold-blooded wife, 
slew Duncan when the king paid a 
visit to Cawdor and followed this 
murder with numerous others. 

Now the estates of the Earl of 
Cawdor—carl is but a changed ver- 
sion of thane—are to be sold. Hard 
times have come upon the Cawdors, 
as well as upon many other titled 
landowners In England and Scotland. 
So the old castle ‘of Cawdor and the 
finely wooded lands surrounding it 
are on the market. 

Whether the old castle now stand- 
ing on the estate ia the one Shake- 
speare had in mind is uncertain. 
There was a castle there in the 
morning of a Scottish history. The 
one there now must date back 500 
years or more, and it has been 
changed little In the centuries since 
it was built. There !s a story that 
Thane William of Cawdor was grant- 
ed permission to build a castle by the 
Scottish king whom he served. He 
was sorely perplexed as to a site, but 
in a dream he was told to put all the 
treasure he had collected In a coffer, 
then to bind it on a donkey's back 
and build- his castle wherever the 
donkey should stop. The donkey 
stopped beside a hawthorn tree and 
lay down to rest. The castle is said | 
to have been built about this tree, 
Certain it is that a hawthorn tree 
stood for many years in the lowest 
vault of the tower. 

The Cawdors have a grim ‘history, 
one Alled with tragedy and no small 
amount of misfortune. The recent 
“career of the family serves to Illus- 
trate this phase of the Cawdor his- 
tory. There have been five earls of 
Cawd:r in twenty years, and two of 
the five niet violent deaths. The 
present earl is only 2Qyears old. 

Murtel of Cawdor haps is the 
most famous in the line. At least 
she serves as a figure in one of the 
old Scottish folk romances. Sho was 
sought after by the Earl of Argyll for 
his son, Sir John Campbell, and was 
kidnapped when only 12 years old. 
Her uncles, the Cawdors, heard of 
the kidnapping and set out to re 
cover her. They came upon her cap- 
tors and slew eight of them, all sons 
of Campbell of Inverliver, and obtain- 
ed what they believed was tho girl. 
But It turned out to be only a sheaf 
of straw dressed in Muriel's clothes. 
The Campbells d escaped with 
Muriel herself ahd she became the 
bride of the heir of Argyll. 

It was only nine miles from the 
castle that the Battle of Culloden 
was fought and the hopes of the Pre- 
tender dashed. And Lord Lorat, the 
Scottish Jacobite, sought refuge in 
the garret of the castle after the; 
failure of the Stuart rebellion. 

The drawbridge still hangs in 
front of the castle, as it has hung 
for centuries, and the castle towers, 
gray and grim, above the birches and 
oaks about it. There is something 
at once solemn and impressive about 
the ancient place, full in keeping with 
its history and its romantic place in 
literature, The thought of it passing 
into Irreverent hands, to be changed 
and modernized, cannot be other than 
unpleasant.

emete Blamed For Fall In the Birth 
‘ Rate: 3 
having revelations as to the in 
fluence of the weather on the birth 
ate hare been made In Paris by Dr. 
A. Magelssen,- noted physician and 
Diologist. His conclusions are stirring 
tp much controversy as they are in 
direct opposition to theories hitherto 
accepted. 

“The decrease in the birthrate ts 
not due to immorality or love of lux- 
ury, but to changes In the weather,” 
gays Dr. Magelssen., “For the last 
thirty years or so the temperature of 
Western Europe has been ateadily 
falling and one of the consquences 
bas been the diminution in births 
which’ is troubling both legislators 
and moral! 

“While everything must be done to 
provide better housing facilities, bet- 
ter, maternity hospitals, ete., to en- 
courage large families, scientists 
must study the relationship between 
atmospheric factors and the human 
body, so as to be able to draw con- 
clusions applicable to social cond!- 
ons, 

“Variations in temperature may 
have immediate effects — as in the 
case of colds, sunstrokes, ete. — but 
their Influence Is generally far more 
subtle, though no less intense. The 
chemical changes produced in cells 
and glands by extremes of heat and 
cold, for {nstance, are frequently of 
& permanent nature and may even 
affect an entire generation, decreas- 
ing or increasing fertility. 

“Of course the temperature fs only” 
one of the atmospherical factors that 
influence the body, bat it has been 
recorded longer than any other and 
more statistics are, therefore, avail- 
able for research. But numerous 
other elements In the weather, such 
as rainfall, dryness, etc, have an 
equally great Influence. 

“It is perfectly possible by means 
of new scientific methods to study the 
cumulative effect.of the temperature 
on the human o . For such 
Purposes the temperature is register- 
ed according to its extremes of heat 
or cold, these being more active bio- 
logically than average temperatures. 

Researches conducted for more 
than twenty years show that a high 
temperature, as compared to the nor- 
mal for the locality studied produces 
a high birth rate, a low temperature 
a low birth rate. From meteorologi- 
eal and vital statistics from Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna—the only cities 
having adequate data for such invea- 
tigations—it appears that a cold win- 
ter produces a decrease in the birth 
Tate, while if the cold of the winter 
months {fs counteracted by a parti- 
cularly warm summer or by an un- 
usually warm July or August, the 
birth rate is improved. 

“aside from the loss of men due 
to the war, the birth rate In: France 
to-day shows the effect of the per- 
sistent coolness of recent years. 
Statistios new Indicate that the tem- 
perature is rising, and the result will 
soon be found in an Increase In the 
population's fertility. ‘ 

Instead of blaming women or mor- 
als In general for the lack of chil- 
dren, legislators and economists 
would do well in asking science to 
turn its attention to the climate for 
an explanation of, blological pheno- 
mena.”

Emigration Plans Are’ 


__ Now Being Considered 
For the Indian Empire 


: 
HE Calcutta correspondent of 
the Christian Science Monly 
tor writes: The committee 
appointed by the Imperial 
Legislative Council to discuss the 
colonization scheme with the British 
Guiana and Fiji deputations met at 
Delhi recently. Hen. Dr. J. J. Nunan, 
Attorney-General of British Guiana, 
and Fiji deputations, a barrister and 
Indian resident of the colony, were’ 
present to outline thelr scheme and 
give evidence with regard to it. Mr, 
Banergee was elected president. 

Dr. Nunan said that he represented 
the Agricultural and Commercial So- 
clety of British Guiana. The Legis- 
lative Council of that colony had ac- 
cepted his seheme of colontzation and 
the whole colony supported it, as well 
= the local Legislature and exccu- 

ive. ' 

The firat question to be inquired 
into“was the status of Indians in 
British Guiana. The ‘iepuiles said 
that there were absolutely no racial 
distinctions whatever, and the 
Indians had held this equal sta- 
tus ever since they started (@ eml- 
grate into the colony in 1838. There 
were also no social distinctions and 
the Indians and Europeans pulled 
well together. The caste system pre- 
vailed but there was great unity be- 
tween the Hindus and the Mohamme- 
dans. Out of a totalpopulation of 
150,000 Indians only 1,800 got en- 
franchisement and the rest were re- 
presented by official memers; but 
the reason was that the Indians had 
not worried themselves about pott 
tles, but had confined their activitics 
ehiefly to economics, They were. 
however, the deputies sald, a most 
influential community on account of 
thelr thrift and industry. 

Dr. Nunan stated that the ‘nden- 
ture system had been largely abol- 
ished and only a few casce now re- 
mained. Seventy-five per cent. of 
the cultivated land was held by In- 
dians and two per cent. by Euro- 
peans, excluding the susar cane area, 
39,000 acres of which were held by 
Indians and which was largely cul- 
tivated by unindentured labor. Local 
syndicates and companies did not 
employ indentured labor. It was the 
sugar planters who employed it and 
it was they who had most felt its 
abolition, Of the capital of ten 
millions sunk in sugar factories and 
more than half was 

British owned and the rest by !ndi- 
genous people, while the state owned 
the land, Compulsory education was 
ir force and the younger part of the 
emigrating population would not suf- 
fer for lack of educational facilities, 
| while the teaching was carried on in 
their own vernaculars and the caste 
; 4ystem was kept up. 
1 The objechoft the Government was 
jt make it into practically an Indian 
eolony and the Government would 
| pass Into their hands and they were 
prepared to face thelr responsibill- 
ales. The deputies said that they 
were quite willing to accept an ar-

India to watch over the Interest & 
emigrants. 

As regarded the scheme Itself the3 
sald that £600,000 should be st 
aside to encourage emigration. The 
colony had arranged for a regular 
passenger and cargo steamer servi® 
to and from India for the first three 
years.

[| Nova Scotians Are Now Agitating 
For Its Restoration. —_ tee 
HE Nova Scotia historical 
societies are interesting 
H themselves in a movement 
- for the restoration of the 


original armorial bearings of that 
province in place of those adopted at 
Confederation. Most Canadians are 
unaware that in 1621. King James I. 
of England, and VI. of Scotland, as 
King of Scotland, and purely as a 
Scottish measure, granted to Sir WIl- 
Mam Alexandet (afterwards Earl of 
Stirling) the territory now forming 
the whole of the Provinces of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prince 
Edward Island, and parts of Quebe¢ 
and of the present State’ of Maine, 
on the sole condition of paying “an- 
nually “one penny of Scottish money, 
if so much be demanded,” the pur- 
pos? of the grant being that Sir Wil- 
Mam might carry out a project he 
had in mind of making of this vast 
territory a New Scotland {n America, 
as there was Already a New England 
and a New France. 

The story of Sir William Alexander 


and his efforts to carry out his great 
project is beside our present purpose. 
it-all came to little enough at the 
time, but bore fruit as we know long 
afler, Royal encouragement to the 
scheme given by King James was con- 
tinued and amplified by his son and 
successor, Charles L, and among oth- 
er marks of favor th last named 
sovereign made a grant of arms to 
Nova Scotia in these terms: Silver, 
@ cross of St. Andrew blue with an 
inescuicheon of the Royal Arms of 
Scotland. Crest, on a wreath a bunch 
of ijaurel and-a thistle issuing from 











L two hands, the one band being in 
“armor and the other naked. Support- 


ers, on the dexter side the royal unl- 
corn silver, horned, mane@®, and hoof- 
ed gold, imperially crowned, gorged 
*with an open crown and chain affix- 
ed thereto and reflexed over the back 
fold, On the sinister side a savage 
man proper. Motto (over the crest) 
“Munit haec et altera vincit.” The 
shield of Scotland, blue, with a white 
cross of St. Andrew, was thus, coun- 
ter-changed to white with a blue 
cross for New Scotland. 

Later, as‘a separate act, the baro- 
nets of Nora Scotia were given the 
privilege of using this same shield, 
with its inescutcheon as their badge 
sor coat of arms. An idea got abroad 
somehow that the shield was theirs 
primarily, and only “borrowed” by 
.the province for its sea, eic., when in 
fater times “Nova Scotia” became a 
reality. The shield, however, belongs 
primarily and by royal authority to 
the country and not to the Knights 
Baronet“of Nova Scotia. Its use by 


concomitants, 

But the mistake referred to ac- 
counts no doubt in some measure for 
what took place In relation to the 
provincial coat of arms at the time 
of Canadian Confederation, The an- 
elent arms were then found “in pos- 
session” in this province, They were 
displayed in the doors of the Pro- 
vincial Building, and are to be seen 
there atill, and in the old Great Seal 
of the province. But at the time of 
Confederation the origin and auth- 
ority of thése arms had been forgot- 
ten. It was thought that the province 
had little ground for using armorial 
bearings which (as was supposed) 
belonged in reallly to an order of 
buroneiz, The record was not looked 
for in the right place, namely, in the 
Lyon Office‘in Edinburgh, were it 
might have been found, and so the 
College of Heralds in London, sup- 
posing no doubt that the field was 
clear, proceeded to prepare arms and 
a new sé¢al for Nova Scotia as a pro- 
vince of the Dominion of Canada, not 
moved thereto by the provincial au- 
thorities of the day, but in opposition 
to thelr wishes.. The new Great Seal 
was received in December, 1869, but 
was neither welcomed nor adopted 
nor proclaimed *by the Lieutenant- 
Governos in Council, but pigeon-

Used To Be Wasted, Now Found t 
Be Valuable, « 

~ Twenty millilon tons of corncobs 


“will be ‘produced on. thls continent 


thie'year. The amount raised in Can- 
ada is a very large proportion of that 
gigantic pile. They are 2 waste pro- 


duet, utilized hitherto for scarce any |- 


purpose savé fuel and (obacco pipes. 

But soon it ts going to be different, 
because the researches of the Govern- 
ment scientists ‘have proved that 
there is wealth In corncobs. Put them 
through a few simple processes and 


-they will yield various products ol 


high commercial value. 

One of these is “furfural,” a sub- 
stance which now sells at $17 2 
pound. It is a colorless liquid, with 4 
strong but not disagreeable smell 
which can be utilized far the.making 
of a whole series of dyes, as well at 
for paints and lacquers. 

Corncobs will yield 144 per cent 
of furfural. Thus a plant handling 


} 100 tons a day could produce about 


a ton and a half of the stuff, the 
manufacturing cost of which woul¢ 
not exceed twenty cents a pound. 

The furfural, however, will be only 
a’ by-product.of the corncob factory. 
About one-third of the weight ol 
corncobs Is the woody stuff called 
“cellulose.” . This, as experiments 
have proved, can be mixed with wood 
pulp for making paper—40 per cent. 
of it for a, good quality of letter 
paps, 60 to 70 per cent. for news 
print and 50 per cent. for blotting 
paper. 

The corncob cellulose can be used 
also for making dynamite in place ol 
infusorial earth or other “dope.? It 
will serve for electrical insulations 
ond may suitably enter into the com- 
position of plastic materials, for 
phonograph records and ever s¢ 
many other purposes, 

The same corncobs will yleld 4s 
per per cent. of a heavy solution ol 
gums, utilizable as an adhesive, There 
is no better glue, and it is expected tc 
prote a highly satisfactory substitute 
for silicate of soda in the manufac 
ture of strawboard, wallboard cnd 
fibre containers. Indeed, it has al- 
ready been tested for such use un- 
der practical mill conditions and 
foun¢ in every way suitable. As 3 
sizing for walls and as mucilage for 
labels it is unsurpassed, 

This wonderful corncob glue cat 
be manvfactured at one-fourth the 
cost of the silicate of soda adhesive. 
It is not yet on the market, but soon 
will be. Likewise corncob acteti¢ 
acid. Of this staple chemical the cobs 
yield 3 per cent. 

It ia reckoned that under present 
conditions 10 per cent. of the annual 
output of 20,000,000 tons of corncobs 
could be saved and utilized for the 
production of furfural, cellulose, ad- 
hesive and acctic acid, this being 
about the quantity shelled on farms. 
When the market for these products 
has developed sufficiently more cobe 
will be made available,

“All this cogitating was done while 
I was dropping fifteen feet; then I 
landed on glare ice. I remained mo-

ger of breaking {t now. 

“After getting on all fours and dls-

{hole through which I had dropped. 
Since the hummock that I had climb- 
ed was oval, 
shore walk along the bottom of my 
crevasse would bring me out. When 
I had gone about forty-five yards, the 
crevasse was some nine feet deep and 
I was able to climb out.”

Grain supply, more especial- 
ly wheat, may be takes as an indica- 
tion of how the nations of the world 
stand with regard to their food sup- 
ply. and since the reports of the 
International Institute of: Agriculture 
show Europe as a whole, to be a 
grain-importing continent, it may be 
reckoned that most of the countries 
of Europe are at any time over-popu- 
lated in proportion to their food pro- 
ducing capacity. This season, the 
prospect In Western Europe is of a 
good grain harvest, and an apprec- 
lably smaller importation of grain 
thaa has been necessary in any of the 
past six years. Notwithstanding this” 
increase in home production, the 
European countries that have been 
importers of in in the past will 
rt to a considerable 
e and, for years to 
como, the farmers of the continent of 
North America will benefit largely by 
this situation, the losers under ts | 
circumstances being tle Russians, 
who will be a long time in bringing ; 
their production up to the level of | 
pre-war years when they were of im+} 
portance as’ wheat-exporting nation. | 
Judging by reports of estimated | 
supply and demand for wheat in the 
varions countries of the world this 
year, Canada will be in a good posi- 
Uoa to realize on this season's crop 
of wheat and other grains. The Unit- 
ed States acreage of wheat is far be- 
low that of last year, as is her acre- 
age of all other grains than corn. 
Canada’s grain acreage Is also reduc- : 
ed, but not to so great an extent as 
that of the United States, while lat- 


vest estimates of the yield of grain 


crops in Canada shows that it will 
be normal or better. Grain crop pros- ; 
pects in the Canadian West have im- 
proved greatly since carly spring, 
while the only trouble with eastern 
grain is the relatively small amount 
of damage done to wheat by Hessian } 
fly in Western Ontario. | 

Taking one year with another, 
Canada’s success in wheat-growing 
and in the growing of barley, oats 
and’ryé, is most heartening, aa com- 
pared with that of other countries, 
and as Canada has but one-sixth of 
her possible agricultural land under 
cultivation, as compared with the 
average of one-third for the world 
as a whole, her chances of advance- 
ment through her grain production 
is perhaps the most important item 
to the credit of the country. Closely 
following her wheat production In 
Importance is Canada’s opportunity 
to’ increase and improve her live 
stock holdings, while numerous oth- 
er farming enterprises that might 
easily be carried on successfully, are 
well worth considering. It is no 
wonder ‘then, that the Natural Re- 
sources Intelligence Branch, in an- 
nouncing the publication of lists of 
farm tands for sale, declares that 
among the natural resources of Can- 
ada agricultural land is by far the 
mast important.

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The collapse of 
German exchange occasioned some 
misgivings Wednesday in financial 
circles, and some alarm to the general 
putlic.

‘Corn Borer Cause Mothers’ Pensions [Bandit Shot 


Of Serious Alarm

Found in Great Numbers in Elgin 
Middlesex Counties 





ST. THOMAS, eSpt. 18—The Dom- 
injon and Provincial Agricultural De- 
partments have a problem on their 
hands demanding immediate and care 
fcl attention In the European com 
borer, which has been found In this 
district In alarming numbers, accord- 
ing to Mr. Keenan, head of a party of 
Dominion entomologists who have 
‘been Investigating conditions here for 
seyeral days. 

Tn consequence of their findings a 
special confi co oof United States 
and Ottawa experts was held here to 
discuss the situation and devise ways 
and means for combatting the Infec- 
tlon and preventing its spread and 
propagation to other parts. 

Comparatively the whole of Elgin 
county is-affected by the borer this 
year, Mr. Keenan states, and the 
greater part of the Middlesex county. 
The borer ts also found in the western 
townships of Oxford county,’One corn 
tield yisited near this city was found 


The quarantining vf the district. and 
restricting tho export of the corn and 
corm stalks is being seriously consider 
ed, it is stated. 

The borer which first made. its ap- 
pearance on this continent in the 
State of Massachusetts in 1917 and 
nppeared In western New York last 
year itis particularly hard to fight 
through the fact that it. works up 
through the heart of the stalk; one of 
the symptoms is the breaking off of 
the tassel and another is borings on 
tho.under side of the leaves at the 
base of the stalk. The American au- 
thorities are recommending the exten- 
sive use of the silo to cogibat the in- 
sect, the larvae lying in the stalk all 
winter, To destroy. these larvae they 
are also recommending cutting, the 
corn very close to the ground, as ex- 
perts have found the larvae to He 
from'four to cight inches from the 
ground.

‘At a dinner given in London recently Mr. F.C. Wade, Agent-Gen- 
eral for British Columbia, talked plainly to British exporters. He told 
them that in trade, commerce and immigration the Mether Country has 
lost ground in Canada to the United States during the last four years at 
an alarming rate. Imports from Britain, which in 1914, formed 21 per 
cent. of the Canadian total, had dropped in 1919 to cight per cent; while 
those from the United States were ten-fold greater. British emigrants, 
who in 3914 formed 30 per cent., in 1918 were only 18 per cent. of the 
total, as compared with 71 per cent. from the United States. Americans 
had established 520 btanch factories, while British concerns had not es- 
tablished half a dozen. There were a thousand United States commercial 
travellers in the Dominion to each British representative ; one American 
consular agent in each city and only two British trade commissioners all 
told. If ever there was need for trade propaganda and publicity, con- 

‘cluded Mr. Wade, it existed in Canada. and in British interests today. 

* \ There are not substantial reasons why British exporters should yield 

- ground in this country to Americans. The newcomer from Britain should 
be a propagandist for his native'land and ‘ties of sentiment and a com- 
mba interest should constitute a forceful factor in creating customers for 
British goods in Canada. The British way, as it now appears, is not 
the conquering way in trade circles in Canada.

Great Possibilities In Capture “of 
White Porpoise.- 





or the white whale or Beluga, which 
is sald to abound in the lower Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, is a department of 
the fishing. industry which presents 
possibilities and is particularly at- 
tractive to Investors of a speculative 
turn of mind. In years gone by this 
fishery was carried on at odd times, 
most eatensively by the Hudson Bay 
Company, but never on any systema: 
tic basis. It is not known that anyone 
ix now prosecuting the industry and 
therefore, there fs no standard” to 
assure one that it could be Carried 
on with suctess under prevailing con- 
ditions. 

Some years ago the late Mr. Cam 
bell McNab, associated with’ another 
gentleman, engaged in the Industry. 
Their method of capturing the por- 
potse was quite novel, but most effec- 
tive. A long lead was erected—a wall 
-bf stocks driven info the mnd or sand 
—and se arranged that the schools 
when ascending the river with the 
tide were lead into shallow water and 
stranded by the receding tide. Then 
they were cut up, the skin and blub- 
ber removed and the fiesh and bones 
used for fertilizer. 

About thirty years ago it was re- 
porte] that the most extensive fishery 
of the Hudson Bay Company was that 
of the white porpoise. At one tide 
as many as 200 would be caught by 
the inshore trap described above, and 
as cach porpoise was worth about 
2100 a simall fortune was frequently 
left siranded by a single tide. From 
200 to 400 pounds of bdlpbber ts 
ylelded by each porpoise ‘and oil of 
the very finest quality averages about 
ten dollars. No other porpoise or 
whale produces a hide from which 
leather of such fine, flexidle texture 
and such durability can be made. 

Although the law does not prohibit 
the shooting of these creatures, or 
place any restrictions on thelr cap- 
ture, the inshore trap seems to be the 
only practical method, The white 
porpoise is an active and wily cus- 
tomer, and may elude other devices, 
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Accurncy. 
A perty of visitors, sight-secing in 
Toronto, enter a conservatory.

MODERN BUSINESS LINES. 
Municipal government is cumbersome, inefficient and expensive 
under the system of elective councils. The members of ‘municipal coun- 
cils are often unjustly criticized—it is not the men but the system which 
is at fault. Various remedies have been proposed and experimented 
with, but the city manager system seems to be the best evolved thus 
far. Port Huron is taking up the city manager plan of civic administra- 
tion and the Port Huron free testa discusses the question editor- 
ially as follows: 6 
The city manager idea is beginning to take hold in Port 
Huron, That is pretty well shown by the discussion at the 


Chamber of Commerce, Tuesday night last, which brought 
forth favorable expressions from 2 number of citizens and final- 


*, ly resulted in the adoption of a resolution calling for a refer- 


endum vote of the members of that organization. This is the 
first. move in the direction of securing a new charter for this 
city and it is a matter in which every citizen who has at heart 
Port Huron’s welfare should be deeply interested. 

The Times-Herald has for several years been an advocate 
of the city manager plan for the reason that this newspaper re- 
gards it as the most modern and most efficient form of govern- 
ment. Naturally, we are gratified with the attitude taken by 
business and professional men, as indicated by expressions of 
opinion at Tuesday- night's meeting. This will lead to some- 
thing definite and, with proper presentation should finally re- 
sult in the adoption of the commission-manager plan for Part - 
Huron. 

But ket us not be deceived. It is not going to be an casy 
matter to bring about such a change. It will take EDUCA. 
TION, and- EDUCATION, and still MORE EDUCATION, 
Men who are students of city government will be for the tity- 
manager plan because it represents as near the ideal form of 
municipal government as it is possible to secure. They don't 
need to be converted. Business men need only to understand 
the unde?fying principles in order to be lined up on the side of 

» the commission-manager plan. 
It is to the rank and file of the people, the great mass of 
voters, that commission-manager government must be sold. 
* This is always the greatest obstacle. The reason for this is that 
the public fears what opponents of the commission-manager 
plan call ‘tone-man”’ rule.” As a matter of fact there can be no 
more democratic plan of government than that represented by 
the commission-manager. Its proponents understand this and 
it will be their business to make the voters understand it, too. 

After all, it is a very simple proposition. The City of Port 
Huron is a big corporation. The voters are the stockholders. 
They would elect the commissioners, just as they do now, The 
commissioners, in turn, would choose an experienced man to 
do the executive work. They could hire him or fire him at will. 
He would simply be a business manager. The commissioners 
would serve at nominal pay—probably $5 a meeting, and would 
be a Kegislative body. That, in a nutshell, is _commission- 
manager government, such as has been advocated by this news- 
paper with the sole idea of securing a dollar's worth of work 
for a dollar’s worth of pay for the City of Port Huron. 

It is not a new idea. It is in no way experimental. Pontiac 
has it. Kalamazoo has it. Grand Rapids has it. Jackson has 
it. Many othér progressive cities in this and other states have 
it. “The plan is working out well, wherever. it has been tried. 
It isn’t perfect, by any means, but it is as near perfection as 
we can hope to attain and it does away with many partisan 
political influences in city affairs.

GIOLITTI THE FOX. 


He Has Been a Troublemaker In 
Italy. 

That old fox of Itelian politics, 
Glorann! Gioliltl, is the strong man 
of Italy at the present moment, so 
it is sald. And yet throughout the 
war, Gfolitti was leader of the anti- 
war party, a stirrer-up of strife, al- 
most looked upon as a traitor. Never- 
theless Rome has asked this old man 
of 76, premier in 1893, to save the 
country. Revolution is seething in 
northern Italy, where Giolittl Is a 
power. The Bolshevists" rejoice, 
claiming to see IneGiolitt! another 
Lenine, though the former denies it, 

A Canadian newspaper correspon- 
dent tells his impressions of Glolitt!, 
whom he zaw In January, 1918. The 
newspaperman reached Turin one 
morning, where he saw Pietro Mas- 
cagn!, composer of “Cavalleria Rus- 
tieana.” conducting a superb orches- 
tra of cighty pieces, playing at a 
morle show, whose trashy pictures 
would have been hooted off the 
stage of even the most suburban 
theatre in Toronto. At Turin he 
xlso came across Giolitt!. 

“Our General Headquarters will 
not like me to send you fo this hotel, 
but what can I do, everything else is 
Glled?" quoth an Italian officer, 
directing two British p nm and 
the Canadian to a lodging ic while they 
‘waited for their passports to Padua. 

“This place is a hot-bed of intrigue 
against our Government. All manner 
of disaffected politicians gather here, 
andthe proprictor is a particular 
chum of Giolitth—of Giolitti that did 
mischief-maker. But (with a smile) 
I don’t think you will be contaminat- 
oArsly English.” 

A sly-looking, fat old man, the 
TAdiboe or proprietor, greeted us 
suavely as we entered his hostelry, 
eyeing us suspiciously nevertheless 
as he found rooms.

The flayor of the butter is a very 
{important point to consider. It 
should be clean and sweet without 

| taint of any kind. 

An objectionable flavor, no matter 
how alight, would prevent one receiv- 
{ng a full score. Some defects in 
flavor are more serious than others, 
but many of these could be avoldéd 
by taking a little more care. . 

The care In the stable and in the 


separator room is just as important | 


as the churning or the holding of the 
butter afterwards. 

If a judge should find two lots of 
butter with the same total score he 
would give the higher place to the 
lot with the better flavor. 

The texture of the butter is an- 
other point that is taken into con- 
sideration. Butter should have good 
body—Orm and waxy 

You hate cut butter that looked 
good and Ywhained firm on the plate, 
but you have also seen just the oppo- 
site to this—butter that had a greasy 
appearance, the drops of moisture 
large and milky, and it became soft 
when Icft im the:plate for a short 
time, ‘ 

The judge ¢omes across just 2s 
great contrasts when golng through 
the exhibits and’ he seores accord- 
ingly. 

To secure good texture it Is neces- 
sary to make use of suitable temper- 
atures and to wofk the butter in the 
right way. Cool the cream immedi- 
ately after separating and churn it at 
a temperature that will bring the 
butter In nice firm granules In 20 to 
3Q minutes. (Too high temperature 
means soft butter and greater loss in 
the buttermilk). 

The temperature of the wash water 
should be such that it will not make 
the butter too hard or too soft for 
working. Work the butter by press- 
ing it carefully and evenly. A sliding 
or cutting motion will tend to make 
the’ butter greasy. Overworking 
should also be avoided, Butter is 
worked to make it compact and to 
distribute the salt and moisture even- 
ly. When butter {& cut the surface 
should be close and the drops of 
moisture should be clear and very 
minute. 

The color of the butter should be 
even and bright. If the butter is not 
worked enough the color will be un- 
even, although this Is not noticeable 
at the time of werking. 

If the butter Is too soft, the salt 
should be mixed through It, and the 
butter placed where it will come to a 
proper Ormness before working. By 
doing this it will score higher for 
both texture and color than it would 
if worked in the soft state. The sait 
in the butter should be evealy distri- 
buted and thoroughly djssvived. It 
is better to have the butter salted 
very lightly than to have it over 
salted. The popular butter at the 
present time has mild clean favor, 
close body and light salting. 

The finish or packing should also 
be considered, In fact, the judge will 
notice the appearanee of the exhibit 
before he has had time@o draw out 
a plug of butter on his trier. Let the 
prints be well made — solid, even, 
with clear-cut corners and the papers 
wrapped neatly. 

Butter tubs and boxes require a 
Maing of parchment paper, and crocks 
should be in good condition, free 
from cracks or breaks In the glazing. 
The top of a large packixe should 
Be smoothly Snished and covered 
neatly with parchmeat paper. 

Butter for exhibition should be 
made two days or more before the 
fair to give it time to become set. It 
should be kept in a clean cool place 
on the farm, and be brought to the 
fair in the beat possible condition. 

Butter made and cared for in this 
way will score higher than it would 
if made the morning of the fair, as 
is sometimes the case, 

Do not feel discouraged if you d 
not secure the prizes that you hoped 
to win. Try again, remembering the 
J ilttle rhyme which says, 


“Good, better, best, never let it rest, 
Till your good is better, and your 
better, best.” ¢

Some nervous folk declare that the 
country Is staggering under an “im- 
possible load. | Even a respectable 
newspaper recently asserted that we 
were “heading for national bank- 
ruptey.” ; 
What, then, is the truth about ou 
national Ilabilities? Is the country 
really in debt? And if so, to whom 
fs the money owing? Is. there any 
danger that the creditors will put the 
brokers in and sell up the Old 
Country? +3 
By the National Debt, of course, 
j we ican the sum of money borrowed 
by the Government, 
Now, life is worth more than 
j money, Wirether it be the life of an 
| Individual or « nation. Ant during 
i those dark days of 1914-19512 we 


| cightl) stake? everything wo posse32- 


; cd in order to accure victory. 

Money had to be spent like water, 
and so we piled up a National Debt 
which now approximates to £8,000,- 
000,000. Every year, therefore, we 
must raise nearly £400,000,000 in 
taxation from our people in order to 
provide interest and sinking fund up- 
on this colossal sum. 

If we had been compelled. to bor- 
row this large sum of money abroad, 
1 admit that there would have been 
cause for alatm. 

In buying liberty for ourselves and 
our children, we should have sold 
ourselves into nancial bondage to 
foreign creditors. And every year 
we should have had to pay our cred- 
itors In gold or its equivalent, the 
vast amount of £400,000,000. That 
woulg really have meant placing the 
whole ‘of the British Isles in pawn to 
the foreigner for an indefinite nuni- 
ber of ycars. 

Fortunately; nothing of this kind 
happened. When the call for money 
came, and the Goternment had to 


borrow so enormously, the people: 


within these islands put their hands 
Into their own pockets and supplied ; 
the cash. / 

Nine-tenths of the Public Debt is, 
held by men and women in this coun- | 
try. The rest, it is true, had to be 
borrowed abroad, chiefly from Amer- 
fea, who lent it, not in money, but 
In food supplies and in raw mater- 
fals for munitions of war, But even 
the loan from America is more than 
cetinterbalanced by the money which 
we lent to the colonies, and to the 
Allies in order to hasten victory, 

To put it plainly, then, the Nation- 
al Debt is owing to ourselves, 
Britain is the debtor, it is true, but 
the British people are the creditors, 
It is merely a matter of national 
bookkeeping. We tax ourselves on 
one hand to Gnd the £400,000,000, 
and then we distribute the same in 
the shape’ of interest to our own 
people. B ; 

It ia sheer nonsefise for people to 
talk about our being ruined by the 
National Debt. As a matter of fact, 
the city and the banks are going on 
just as usual, If prices have risen, 
so have wages, and money appears to 
be more ploatiful than ever. Trado 
ie Deoming, aad there isn’t the slight- 
eat evidence of impending national 
bankruptcy. : 

The National Debt is merely a 
family affair, then, and, as a man 
does not usually put the brokers into 
his own house, neither shall wo 
break up the British Empire to pay 
back the loan, which we have only 
borrowed from ourselves. ‘ 

And I firmly believe that, as a re- 
ault of the nation’s patriotism, and 
the Government's thrift and economy 
campaign, hundreds of millions which 
might have been Sung away in 
doubtful foreign investments, bogus 
companics, useless luxuries and so on, 
have been wisely invested in the 
National Debt.

ie, WASTING OF COAL 
- DURING SCARCITY. 


Eastern Canada is facing a serious coal shortage. Due to labor 
troubles, the output is below the average, while railway companies are 
handicapped by shortage of cars. Hon. Frank Carvell, Chairman of she 


stated that we will be fortunate to get coal, regardless of price. Every 
effort must be made to reduce the consumption, and to sccure the great- 
est heat efficiency possible from the supply available. 

. Much coal is wasted by the too early starting of furnaces. The first 
chilly weather brings the furnace into use. This fall in temperature is 
almést invariably followed by a warm period. If, by the use of other 
“heating appliances, such as kerosene or electric heaters, or by burning 
wood in the furnace, the period for consumption pf coal could be short- 
ened, and a considerable saving of coal could be effected., During 1919 
Canada imported 4,758,419, tons of anthracite cdal in chestnut, stove 
and egg sizes. Our heating season is approximately seven months, 2 
' portion of which at the beginning and end is comparatively mild. By 
an average lessening of the coal-burning period of 20 dyys say, five per 
cent. of this anthracite would be saved, or 238,000 tons. With coal sell- 
ing at an average price of $¥5 per ton, this saving would represent up- 
wards of $3,500,000. All of this coal has to be hauled by rail. To move 
“this 238,000 tons requires 4,760 cars of 50 tons each. 

* Economy in furnace operation would also considerably reduce the 
coal consumption. Much unconsumed carbon is discarded with the 
ashes, and muth of the heating efficiency of the coal is also wasted 
through carelessness in firing or in defective installation. ; 

The Mines Branch of the Federal Department of Mines has issued a 
bulletin, No. 28, “The Economic Use of Coal for Steam Raising and 
House Heating,"’ by John Blizzard, B.Sc., which gives valuable inform- 
ation regarding the economic and efficient operation of steam boilers and 
heating furnaces.

English Newspaperman Writes About 
Toronto, 


Douglas Newton is another writer 
who has been telling Britishers and 
others what Toronto is like. Mr. 
Newton was oné ‘of the newspaper- 
men who accompanied the Erincy of 
Wales.- 

He says Toronto doesn't lack 
names, and lists “The Boston of Can- 
ada,” “the second city of Canada." 
and the “Queen City.” He mentions 
the smiling, ‘exclusive residential dis- 
tricts of Rosedale and the Hill, and 
Yonge street stretching for forty 
miles. He refers to Rosedale streets 
as “capricious.” Surprisingly, he re- 
fers to the streets of the commercial 
districts as not only sober and prac- 
tical, but “wide.” He was evidently 
comparing them with the Strand and 
Fleet street, not with Kingsway. 

He wondérs why Torontonians, as 
well as others here, always use the 
longer Instead of the shorter word— 
“automobile” for “car”; “elevator” 
for “Lift.” 

Referring to the location of the 
Parliament Buildings and the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, Newton says Cana- 
dians always show artistic sense In 
.the grouping of their public’ bulld- 
ings.

_ twelve months. Experts from the Provincial Health Depart- 
ment have been here to enquire into the situation, an analyst 
from Queeh’s University has taken samples of the water, and 
the local health officials have spent considcrable time on the 
question, but so far no reports have been published for the bene- 
fit of the public. j 

If the conditions which oroduce the awful odor are health- 
ful the public should be made aware of it and their anxiety re- 
lieved, for eyery gulp of the nauseous foul-smelling air conjures - 
up visions of malaria, typhoid fever, and other frightful - ills. 
There is one thing certain—the fishes do not thrive on the waters 
of the ‘Moira, the many dead bodies floating showing that the 
water is not healthy for them. : 

Again we are reminded of the necessity of a controlling dam 
to prevent spring floods and grovide a head of water for all sea- 
sons of the year so that the Water would never become stagnant, 
and a flow of water could be turned on at any time to flush out 
any impurities. P oe

Moreover, when the cup Is won, it 
ust be defended, Should Sir 
omas Lipton win tt, fle nfust be 
prepared next year or the year after 
to build another yach to defend itt 
or keep tho winner In racing condl- 
tion. If he chooses not to do so, the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club, which he 
represents, will Save to build a de 
fender or else tamely permit the New 
York Yacht Club to claim the trophy. 
A race itself is usually not apecta-

For, with all this, the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and British Columbia Rail- 
way is a good road. It has not been 
kept to the point of highest efficiency, 
its rolling stock is woefully in need 
of additions and repairs, and its road- 
bed néeds attention. Yet it is a road 
with tremendous possibilities, At its 
birth its roadway was well chosen 
and well built, but it is a colodizing 
road, and like most such have done, 
it is now passing through its"time of 
stress and trial. 

It was started in 1913, and contin- 
ued under xarious conditions during 
the war. It rans northwest from 
Edmonton to the B.C. boundary, 411 
miles, and is designed to serve the 
great Peace River country. At this 
date 357 miles of the main line are 
under operation, with a branch, Sfty 
miles long, from Spirit River to 


Grand Prairie, and another &fty-mile 
branch, known as the Central of 
Canada railway, north from McLen- al 2 
nan to Peace River, The line is plan- 


ned to run northerly to Fort Vermil-

The present mileage, while still In- : 


adequate, makes possible the trans- 
portation of’crops ‘from the Peace 
River country, as the service Is aur: | 
mented by boat transportation of the 
Peace River, which ts navigable for 
650 miles: 

The principal towns along the line 
are Peace River, Spirit River, Sex- 
smith, Clairmont. Grand Prairie, and 
Westlock, 52 miles from Edmonton. 
These towns have shown quite re 
markable progress since the incep- 
tion of the road, and the trend of 
emigration has been very heavy. Last 
year’s crop was about five million 
bushels of mixed cereals, and there 
are about 60,000 head of cattle in the 
Peace River country, with a popula- 
tion of thirty-five or forty thousand

favorable conditions for the growth 
of all mixed cereals is due partially 
to the frequent chinook winds during 
sthe winter; a= very reliable rainfall 
during summer; and also to the par- 
ticularly long hours of daylight. The 
sun shines ajxteen or seventeen houra 
during the long days, and daylight 
last for tweenty-one hours. 

The Peace River country Is essen- 
tially Gtted for mixed farming, and 
will raise anything from radishes to 
No. 1 hard wheat. The country is 
well watered, although in some places 
far away from rivers, deep wells are 
needed. The soil is particularly 
heavy, and will stand many years of 
working before artificial fertilizing 
becomes necessary.

* Examination of this pullet showed 
it to have been suffering from ad- 
Yanced tuberculosis. The liver, 
paren and intestines were all badly 
tuberenlar. The immediate cause of 
death had been the rupture of a large 
blood vessel In the liver due to the 
development of tubercles. 

Tuberculosis results in consider- 
able financial lossea,to the poultry- 
man, due to decrease in egg produc- 
tion and heary mortality fn in the flocks 
where it is present. 

The disease is chronic rather than 
acute. That 'is,.1t does not cause 
death suddenly, but takes time to de- 
velop, usually causing the bird to 
gradually lose fiesh, turn pale 
around head, become listless, mopy, 
and frequently lame, while egg-lay- 
ing ts reduced to a minimum. 

To be sure, however, that such a 
condition of birds in a flock is due 
to tuberculosis it is necessary to hold 
a post-mortem examination on one of 
them. The bird should be killed and 
opened up. If tuberculosis is t, 
the liver and spleen will be spotted 
with white or cream-colored spots 
varying in size from a smaliHin head 
to a pea or bean, and In number from 
a few to thousands. These are the so- 
called tubercles, each one a mass of 
dead tissue that has been killed by 
the action of the poison secreted by 
the tuberculosis bacteria which have 
developed there... These tubercies are 
frequently found on the intestines 
2nd In the lungs and bones as well as 
in the liver and spleen. A microscopic 
examination of a portion of ono of 
these tubervies will show large num- 
bers of tubercle bacteria present. 

These tubercle bacteria.are the 
cause of the disease. They are s0 
small as to be ‘altogether invisible 
without the uso of a high power 
microscope. They, are not the same 
variety as those which cause. tuber- 
culosis in‘human beings. 

Birds suffering from the disease 
give off large numbers of the bacteria 
in their droppings. Other birds in 
the flock scratching around and feed- 
ing with such birds pick up the bac- 
teria with thelr feed and grit and so 
get infected. The bacteria are ab- 
sorbed into the system with the food 
and got circulated in the blood and 
lymph streams until they get located 
in the tissues, more particularly the 
liver and spleen, where they rapidly 
multiply and secrete their poison. 
This acts on the tissue immediately 
around them, causing It to die and 
turn white and thus become a char 
Pleristic tubercle, 

When this disease is found in a 
flock it is advisable to kill off all the 
birds. Then those birds which on 
examination do not show evidence of 
the disease may be used as food. 
Those that show the disease should 
be destroyed by burning or by bury- 
ing deeply in quicklime. 

The entire premises In which the 
birds have been kept should then be 
well scraped, cleaned and thoroughly 
disinfected by the application of a 
disinfectant wash or spray, as quick- 
lime, zenoleum, cresol, ete. The runs 
should be well covered with quick- 
lime and then ploughed in deeply. 
Even after such treatment It would 
be preferable to establish new runs 
on fresh ground and then re-stock 
from flocks that are known to be 
healthy. 

Anyone suspecting the discase in a 
flock. and wishing: to have the case 
determined, should send a suspected 
bird, elther alive or dead, express 
prepaid, to the Bacteriological De- 
partment, O. A. C., Guelph, when an 
examination and report will be mado 
at once. An Illustrated bulletin deal- 
ing with this disease may bé had on 
application to the Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto.—Prof. D, 
Jones, O. A. College, Guelph, 

Wallop the Weeds. 

Do not neglect to cutuweeds on 
roadsides, in fence corners and waste 
places. And do not allow weeds to go 
to seed in hoed crops. ‘A well-cared- 
for hoed crop will rid the field, of 
many weeds,” but a neglected hoed 
crop is a nursery for weeds and a 
source of contamination ans every 
field on the farm. 

Early after harvest cultivation 
will destroy many annual and winter 
annual weeds, such as False Flix, 
Corn Cockle and Wormseed Mustard, 
Plough shallow immediately after 
harvest -and. harrow and: cultivate 
frequently: By shallow ploughing the 
weed seeds are kept near the surface 
and by. the frequent stirring of the 
soll they are mado to sproute, and 
having apronted they are'easily de- 
Stroyed by further cultivation,

LA sh “The maintaining. of the farm in a condition free from weeds and 


keeping the moisture-holding power of the land as high as possible are 
factors that are of prime importance. A crop rotation, therefore, that 
is‘ satisfactory makes preparations both by getting the soil in—tight 


ghape and by cultural methods to hold that moisture! as well as it pos- 


sibly can be held, by storing all. the moisture that comes along. 


Another. advantage in crop rotation is the conservation of the fer- 


~~" tility and the maintenance, if not the increasing, of the fibre content 


of the soil. 

“Nearly all farmers .are following rotations. {They get into’ the 
habit of following some kind of a system, and if you are handling some 
Lad year after year you are bound to have some kind of a scheme 
worked out. Unfortunately we have, too many farmers with a bad 
scheme—a bad rotation. What we want to_get introduced on’ every 
farm is a good rotation, and what is a good rotation7on one farm is not 
necessarily the best rotation on another. That we ‘appreciate this is 
shown by the fact that we have on trial on our experimental farms some 
twenty-odd rotations in the West. ' i

‘Treatment.—Lameness is usually 
present only during the jnflammatory 
stage. When the exudate becomes 
ossified (converted into Sone) the in- 
flammatory action ceases and lame- 
ness except the enlarge- 
ment be of sufficient size, or so alt- 
wated that it irritates the suspensory 
ligament or involves the joint. Hence 
treatment shoald be directed to allay 
infammation as promptly as possible. 
Splint lameness usually appears very 
suddenly. A:horse may go perfectly 
sound and after a rest of a variable 
duration when taken’ out to drive 
again, may show the characteristic 
symptoms noted. 
~ ‘The patient should be given per- 
fest. rest, and: the seat of the splint 
ghould. be showered with cold water 
frequently, or pounded Icé kept to it 
for a few days. This will often be all 
that is necessary. In other cases 
lameness is more persistént, and it is 
necessary to apply a blister.

There are always collectors who 
are ready to buy a painting they 
want without being too inquisitive as 
to how the seller came into posses- 
sion of it) Some collectors have eren 
been known to become thieves, so 
great is their craving to own certain 
works of art. ThoUgh what use such 
possession can be to them is dificult 
to imagine, since they must always 
remain hidden away through fear of 
detection. 

Endoudtedly the most sensational 
theft in the history of art in England 
was that of Gainsborough’s famous 
“Duchess of Devonshire,” known to 
everybody by innumerable reproduc- 
tions. 

This masterpiece by one of Er<- 
ljand's greatest painters was 07 
at. Christio'’s® salesrooms in King 
street, St. James, where the Red 
Cross sale was recently held, for 10.- 
000 guineas. This was in May, 1876. 

Some days later the picture was 
placed on exhibition in a Bond street 
gallery, and on May 26, when the 
place was reopened, it was found 
that the famous “Duchess” had dis- 
appeared. ‘The picture had been cut 
out of its frame with a knife, the 
edges of the canvas being left in the 
empty frame. 

For twenty-five years the affair 
reraained a mystery, and it was fear- 
od that the picture was gone forerer. 
At least, so the public thought, al- 
though there were some who knew 
otherwise. But whether it would ever 
be restored was In doubt to the very 


last. 

The chief thie? was a hyphenated 
German-American, named Adam 
Wirth; a clever crook. His helper 
was a man twice his bulk, an English- 
man named Jack Phillips. 

Being a small man, Wirth had 
climbed on Phillips" shoulders. The 
night was dark and Bond asatreet 
silent.”

Honry Walter, brakesman on the 
train sald the whistle had been blow- 
ing almost continuously after it left 
Collin's Bay and he remembered hear- 
Ing the whistle one to.two minutes be- 
fore rvaching the said crossing. The 
train was going about 21 miles an 
hour, He was the first to reach Mr. 
Eliiott who was still conscious and to 
whom he talked about the accident. 

James Lorimer, brakesman on the 
train, could not recollect any whistles 
after the Cat f crossing (the last 
one before the crossing in question), 
Lut remembered the bell was ringing 
all the time up till the accident, He 
also talked to Mr. Elliott after the ac- 
cident. 

Charles E. Bowler, fireman on the 
train, said the bell, which was worked 
by alr, was ringing continuously from 
Collin’s Bay to the scene of tho accl- 
dent. Tho engineer gave the proper 
whistle for the sald crossing. 

Mr. Blaylock, engineer on the train 
sald he was 67 years of agé, had been 
employed with the G.T|R. over fifty 
years, forty years as ar engineer, dur- 
ing which time he had never had an 
accident, struck or killed a man, He 
had recently een pensioned.

Electric Wire Kills Roy Gossen On 
Frankford Bridge 

At four ‘o'clock, Tuesday afternoon, 
a terrible fatality occurred when Roy 
Gossen, 13-year-old son of Mr. Charles 
Manager of the Frankford 
Canning Company, was , electrocuted. 
The unfortunate boy, in company with 
a number of boy frieffls, had climbed 
vp on the arch girder of the bridge 
ucross the Trent river and were near 
the Frankford side. In order to get 
down the arch it appears that the 
Gosesn lad started packwards on his 
hands and knees. is thought while 
in this position he put his foot across 
an electric wire strung on arms at tho 
top of the bridge. He was held there 
for several minutes, the electric cur- 
rent burning the foot off. His body 
being against the steel, the current 
passed through his body. 

Finally the body fell against a gir- 
der, about twenty-five feet below. His 
neck was broken and his skull frac- 
tured. Dr. Simmons was called to the 
aceno of the accident Immediately but 
life was extinct. The injuries alone 
were sufficient to cause death with- 
‘out the electrié shock. : 

Mr. William Smith of this city who 
is employed at the power house at 
¥rankford, was the first on the scene! 
of the accident, he removing the body 
from the girder in the hope that life 
was not yet extinct, but the unfortun- 
ate lad had passed beyond human ald. 

The boy’s father was in Trenton at
